Institute (1906-1907) 


Foreign Missions. 


It is time to consider the call for foreign 
missions. On March 11th, or the nearest Sun- 
day thereto, all our people should make an 
offering for foreign missions. The duty is 
plain; for the foreign mission work which we 
have intrusted to our officers to manage is in 
harmony with the command of Christ, and 
can only be successful in proportion to the de- 
gree in which we contribute to the work, 
coupled with the zeal and faithfulness of the 
missionaries. 

We should contribute to foreign missions 
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because it is one form of contribution to the. 


cause of Christ that is not complicated with 
selfishness of any form. When I contribute 
on my pastor’s salary it is partly on account 
of miy personal love for°my preacher. When 
I contribute to a new church building I am 
somewhat moved by the wish to have new and 
pleasant surroundings about me. When I 
throw my quarter into the basket passing up 
or down the aisles of the church it is partly 
because I want the coal to keep my family 
comfortable in the house of God. But when 
I contribute to foreign missions it is a full 
and free gift indeed, that cannot gratify my 
vanity or. selfishness: the money is given to 
the Lord’s work. There is self-denial in this 
gift. 

Do you remember the peculiarities of the 
Dead Sea? It receives, but does not impart. 
Have you heard about the Great Salt Lake? 
It receives likewise; but it is drying up. If 
you receive only the blessings of divine grace, 
and never give except where there may be some 
return to gratify you, there is danger of your 
soul’s becoming narrow and brackish. Foreign 
missions furnish an outflow for benevolence 
whose return to you can only be the joy of 
true sacrifice. 

We appeal to you to contribute to foreign 
missions, because of the spiritual needs of 
heathen lands. Our readers are aware that we 
are denouncing, from time to time, the deteri- 
oration in the moral and spiritual tone in our 
country; but our country, with all its faults, 
is an Eden, compared with the degradation 
of those localities where any form of heathen- 
ism has not been counteracted by the influences 
of Christian missionaries. Please read the 
following long extract, containing passages 
from an article by Rev. G. H. Marsh, in the 
Advance of April 27, 1905 :— 


There are few cities in the world of greater inter- 
est to the Christian, the philosopher and the student

of human nature than Benares, the sacred city of 
the Hindus. Bombay, Calcutta and Madras may ex- 
cel as commercial centers, but they do not speak to 
the masses or guide them in religious matters. Be- 
nares, on the contrary, is the living oracle of Hin- 
duism. ; 

We look at the Hindu temples and blush, and turn 
aside with indignation at the infamous and vile carvy- 
ings that literally cover some of them. The most 
celebrated of all the Hindu gods, the one who re- 
ceives unceasing homage, is represented by the vil- 
est image; and it is said these images, like the in- 
habitants, number 200,000. 

To this city from all parts of India there is a 
never-ending procession of men, women and children, 
who have come to worship in its temples, bathe in 
its sacred river and drink at its “Well of Salvation.” 
Many were famished with hunger and emaciated 
with disease. The rotting leper struggled along by 
the side of the human monstrosity, or jostled against 
the rajah with his retinue of servants. Savage look- 
ing and fanatical fakirs, sedate ascetics and stately 
Brahmans were all possessed with one idea, that of 
bathing in the sacred waters and worshiping in the 
temple. Men and women robed in richest silks of 
the Indian loom, and others with no more clothing 
than the police required, were there by the thousand. 

But why should such interest center around this 
well? The explanation is, the weil is dedicated te 
Vishnu, who dug it himself and filled it with per- 
spiration from his own body. It is but three or four 
feet deep, but the water is of the foulest kind imagin- 
able. It is very thick and this may be accounted for 
in that it has washed the dirt from the bodies of 
millions. This vile stuff which contained more dis- 
ease’ germs to the square inch than the refuse that 
flows through the Paris sewers, I saw the people 
drink by the handful. The deluded sensualist, whose 
life has been spent in sin, or the covetous man, who 
like Shylock has gotten his pound of flesh out of his 
victim, or the fanatical devotee, guilty of the foulest 
crimes, still comes, as of old, from the remotest cor- 
ners of India, as the sands of his hour glass are rap- 
idly ebbing away, and, fearful lest the last golden 
grains should escape before his journey is ended, spurs 
on his jaded energies and redoubles his efforts, till 
at length, arriving at the sacred city and bathing in 
the holy Ganges, his troubled soul becomes calm, 2 
sense of relief comes over him, for he believes his 
sins forgiven and his soul forever saved. 


Very kind is the Hindu theology, for it allows the 
blessings of Benares and the life giving qualities of 
the Ganges to fall on all alike. So that all who die 
here go to heaven, no matter what their religious 
faith may be. Mohammedan or Buddhist, pagan or 
Jew, Christian or infidel, saint or sinner, all who die 
here receive a passport to glory and are sure of an 
abundant entrance to Paradise. No exiled Jew ever 
hung his harp upon the willow, and turned his weep- 
ing eyes toward the fair city of David with a greater 
longing than the Hindu has to visit Benarés and 
bathe in the Ganges before he dies. 

And in this way the current of Indian life will 
roll on in its terrible delusion, that there is saving 
health in the unspeakable abominations of Benares, 
notwithstanding the fact that the city is reeking with 
debauchery, and the priests and people everywhere 
are inoculated with a virus that savors of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. 

I reached Benares at seven in the morning and 
after breakfast at the station, set off to see the Mecca 
of the Hindus. I was prepared to see almost any- 
thing, and from what I had read and heard I did not 
think I would be staggered by any novel experience 
that might come to me. But I must confess I was 
not prepared for such a bewildering panorania of 
strange and ghastly sights. The Golden temple is to 
Benares and Hinduism what St. Peters is to Rome 
and there stretched before 
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me were the Burning Ghats, the Bathing Ghats and 
the Ganges. 

Innumerable fires were blazing and at one time I 
counted twenty-two bodies that were burning. On 
the river the remains of half-burned bodies floated 
by, and when the wind was in the right direction the 
odor of burning flesh was awful. Coming ashore, I 
dismissed the boatman and started off on a tour of 
inspection. Alleys that led in every direction were 
filled with idols and thousands of fanatical worship- 
ers. The odors in some of these places were at yva- 
riance with the spicy breezes that sweep o’er Ceylon’s 
Isle, yet they seem to be sufficiently powerful to gen- 
erate a plague at a moment’s notice. Lousy and dis- 
eased dogs, sacred bulls and cows, naked children, 
almost naked men and women, beggars by the score, 
horrible specimens of human deformity, and priests 
by the hundred trading on the ignorance of the peo- 
ple and getting fat out of their ignorance; all these 
were jumbled together, making a strange conglomer- 
ation. Then there were Mohammedan mosques and 
Iiindu temples by the hundred, most of them as ugly 
as sin and as filthy as the stock yards. Yet it was 
within a stone’s throw from this place that the great 
Buddha lived and did his first work. 

Here are the Suttee stones on which the widows of 
former times were burned alive. Here too is the 
Monkey temple; and here are fakirs by the hundred. 
They are a useless class, numbering 100,000. Their 
belief is that by denying themselves and making their 
life a torture, heaven will be gained. The unanimous 
verdict respecting these men is that they are frauds 
and humbugs, yet the people in their ignorance and 
superstition give them food. The self-imposed tor- 
tures of these men are terrible. They will lie on their 
backs for hours in the scorching sun, or stand on one 
leg from morn until night. Others have been known 
to look at the sun until their sight has left them; 
some have finger nails that are never cut, others will 
sit with head bent forward and never look up. I 
saw men who slept on a bed of spikes, and others who 
remained as motionless as statues for days at a 
time. Others have been known to crawl on hands 
and knees for years, or roll their bodies for hun- 
dreds of miles, or hang head downwards from a tree 
for hours. 

Some of our readers who are acquainted 
with the peculiarities of the various denomi- 
nations of. Christianity may call our atten- 
tion to the penances and tortures of Roman 
Catholics, and the immersion for remission of 
Disciples, as based on philosophy like that of 
the heathen practices Rev. G. H. Marsh de- 
scribes; and we admit the logic. But Roman 
Catholic penance is directly traceable to the 
inherited influences of heathenism, and Camp- 
bell’s theology is based on the sinner’s hope of 
salvation from penalty, rather than on spirit- 
ual birth to righteous life. It is all heathen- 
ism, though in a Christian land. One way to 
keep heathenism from infectmg our country 
is to spread the leaven of Jesus’ pure teaching 
in the foreign land. Let us turn from this 
picture of Mr. Marsh, and read what ‘“‘Pundita 
Ramabai” said in the St. Louis Christian Ad- 
vocate, as quoted in the Woman’s Journal:— 

It will be recalled in this connection that Miss F. 
Hienrietta Muller, an educated Englishwoman, and 
formerly a member of the London school board, be- 
came a convert to Hinduism, and went to India to 
study it more deeply. After spending nine years 
there, she came back completely. cured and disillu- 
sionized. On this subject Pundita Ramabai speaks as 
an expert. She says: 

“What has shocked me most has been the report 
that there are women in America who are confessedly 
studying and adopting the philosophy of the Hindus. 
As I was born and educated in that philosophy, having 
taken my degree of Pundita in it, I am acquainted 
with both its literature and its influence on my peo- 
ple, and I want to witness to its degradation. To 
study Indian pbilosophy, one must go to India and 
see its results, and learn to read the Shastas in the 
original. It is all very nice to read pretty transla- 
tions, where much that is base and degrading is ex- 
purgated; but the original is quite another thing. 

“T have studied the same books in the original 
tongue. I thought I could find something happier 
and something higher in the philosophical works of 
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my people, but I found only large words. The philo- 
sophical language is ‘very deep and very grand,’ 
therefore it is fine to make long sentences, and these 


sentences fill perhaps two or three or six pages. When 


you have gotten to the end of a sentence you do not 
remember what is said on the first page, and so you 
find it ‘very grand and very deep.’ The grandeur 
and beauty of that philosophy must be judged by its 
fruits. You are a people of some feeling. Every- 
thing is real. You feel that when other people are 
starving you ought to give them something to eat; 
but out in India they do not feel that. Men do not 
feel a sympathy for others. They do not feel for peo- 
ple who are starving or being killed in war. In our 
late famine, our philosophers felt no compassion for 
the sufferers, and did not help the needy. For why 
should they help, when they claimed that suffering 
was not real, neither were the dying children real? 
The first result of that philosophy is the basest cruel- 
ty and selfishness; no compassion for sufferers, and 
supreme egotism. 

“To study Hindu philosophy it is best to visit India 
and experience it. Plenty of opportunities are of- 
fered, even if you go only to Bombay. The people 
of India and the philosophers who have studied with 
the learned men ought to feel alike toward all people 
and all beings; but they never show a particle of 
kindness to the women, and their lives are made so 
unbearable that they want to kill themselves. The 
philosophers haye shown mercy toward all lower 
animals. They have established hospitals for ani- 
mals, but they have never established hospitals for 
women. The preachers who have come over here to 
preach Buddhism to the American people have es- 
tablished a hospital for animals in Bombay. In that 
hospital there is a ward devoted to bugs, and a man 
is hired to feed those bugs on his blood every night. 
They never take any thought of ‘the women who are 
dying under the weight of this philosophy, but they 
just show their charity toward the bugs. I recom- 
mend that hospital for the edification of American 
students of Buddhism. Let them stay one night in 


‘that bug ward. That will pay them for all their 


labors in studying that philosophy. 

“The Hindu women have been made slaves. . Our 
philosophers have never established schools for our 
women and girls, but they have taught that it was 
a religious duty to burn thousands of widows alive. 

“The next duty of a woman is that she must be 
married, no matter how old or how young she is. You 
cannot find many unmarried women in all that coun- 
try. The religious books teach that unmarried wom- 
en are going to hell to be doomed to eternal punish- 
ment, and so the first care of tne parents is to get 
2 girl baby married. 

“Perhaps 700 girls in 1,000 are married under ten 
years of age, for no girl is allowed to remain unmar- 
ried after she is twelve. It is only the low castes 
who allow them to remain unmarried until they are 
fourteen or fifteen; high caste men get their girls 
married before they are ten. 

“What happens after? If the man dislikes the wom- 
an, he has the divine right of marrying as many 
women as he likes, for the man is considered the in- 
carnation of the god Vishnu, and the god had 6,000 
wives in this life. A man can get married to several 
women at a time. There are some high caste people 
who get so high as to marry 100 or 150 wives at a 
time. They do not have a very good memory, and 
so they keep a directory of their wives and children. 
As the husband is immortal, the Hindu religion says 
that a woman must never marry again when her 
husband dies. If they want to get to heaven, and 
not stop anywhere else, then they must burn them- 
selves alive. Seventy years ago the women used to 
be burned alive with the dead bodies of their hus- 
bands, but now that is stopped by law. Now the 
women are taught to cast themselves into the sacred 
rivers, or take opium, and go to heaven, where they 
inay find their husbands. 

“The husband is considered a god, and my country- 


- women are taught that in heaven they must be the 


servants of their husbands the same as upon earth. 
On earth or in heaven, the Indian woman can neyer 
be free. The third place open to her.is hell. The 
man does not go there to trouble her, and that is 
the only place where she can be free. That is what 
the Hindu religion says regarding woman,-and that 
is the only religion that is given to her. 

“The Hindu woman’s religious duties consist in 
household cares and the worship of her husband. 
After rising early and attending to the cares of her 
house, the next duty is to put her head on the sacred 


feet and worship him. When he comes home from 
business with bare feet, her duty is to take warm 
water and wash those beautiful feet, and drink the 
water in order to purify herself. Woman is natural- 
ly unholy, and drinking that dirty water is what 
sanctifies her. That cleanses her from all sin. In 
this way she is to live all her life. I wonder how 
many of these American disciples of Hinduism would 
like to realize that religion? — 

“The philosophy of India teaches that there are five 
sinless lies, and among these are lies told to women. 
It does not matter whether it is told to a mother, 
or-sister, or wife, or daughter. They must be met 
on their own standard, and so the man tries to de- 
ceive them. 

“That is how the women are treated, and if Ameri- 
can women think they would like that philosophy, 
India is the best place for the study of the results 
of Hinduism. Go there and see what it has done 
for women, and you will know what that religion is. 

“T want to tell you about the widows of India. 
There are 23,000,000 of them, and probably one- 
fourth of the whole number are under twenty-five 
years of age. They have to work without much 
food being given to them; they have just one meal 
a day. The people think they ought to be punished 
for being widows. Many of these poor little creatures 
commit suicide. Many of them want to go away and 
take liberty, and that liberty is taken to their own 
destruction, 

“Think of the 140,000,000 women of India who do 
not have light or liberty, but are doomed to be miser- 


‘ able all their lives, and die like cats and dogs.” 


There is no heathen land that has anything 
of spiritual value to offer mankind. Paganism 
teaches the worship of subordinate -spirits. 
Who that read carefully the newspaper re- 
ports of the late war between Russia and 
Japan does not remember how Togo attributed 
the victory of the Sea of Japan, which he 
gained over the Russians, to the spirits of the 
emperor’s ancestors? Such doctrine leads to 
all forms of corruption, like the worship of 
Aphrodite in ancient Greece, and like that of 
the worship of the saints in some Roman Cath- 
olic countries, a practice borrowed from pagan- 
ism. 

The patriotism of the Japanese in their late 
war was much praised in Christian lands; but 
that patriotism was based in part on worship 
of the Mikado. Another element in it was 
based on that same animal instinct that causes 
the brute to defend his den. Another element 
in it was caused by sheer despair; life for many 
of the heathen being hardly worth living; and 
death for the emperor being taught to be a 
passport to future relief and even blessedness. 
Christianity becomes corrupt under the same 
influences that reduce heathen lands to suffer- 
ing; it is all from sin. Do you love God, and 
truth, and happiness? Help, then, to spread 
the true knowledge of them through the world. 
The gospel is a heavenly leaven, for you to send 
to work in the hearts of others.

What 
of it?) The devil ever brags of his worldly suc- 
cess, and promises “kingdoms of this world and 
the glory of them” to whosoever will “fall dow2 
and worship” him.- President Roosevelt recom- 
menés the Panama Canal to be a lock canal, 
and not a sea level one. He is probably cor 
rect. It is our opinion that the railroad rate 
bill will not change conditions for the people; 
but may subdue some magnates to law, and 
thus hereafter work good. The supreme court 
of the United States still renders honest decis- 
ions; lately ruling that a railroad that mines 
coal must not sell it to any customer for less 
than the price at the mine plus the published 
freight rate.

Some of the Ohio 
rairoads issue passes, just as before late 
changes. It has been difficult to get at the 
real truth on this subject. |The defeat of 
Congressman Grosvenor for renomination at- 
tracts much attention. The president of Ven- 
ezuela yet bafiles foreign powers. He is abus- 
ed more and more. Earthquakes in the West 
Indies excite much apprehension. The Sul- 
tan’s efforts to subdue the Arabs, though seem- 
ingly temporarily successful, have met with 
later reverses. The towing of the dry dock, 
Dewey, to the Philippines is proving very slow 
and extremely expensive. The Armstrong 
committee makes recommendations intended 
to revolutionize the business of life insurance. 
In South Africa the mine owners threaten to 
secede, if England stops the importation of 
Chinese coolies. But what was the Boer war 
for? The president of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners was arrested after nine o’clock 
at night, in Colorado, and not allowed to com- 
municate with his family, friends, or lawyers, 
before being hurried into Idaho. This is not 
Russia or Japan.- The treasurer of Hamilton 
County (Cincinnati) Ohio admitted that he 
received money from banks, for depositing the 
state funds. Mt. Pelee, Martinique, is again 
in eruption. President Roosevelt intervenes 
in effort to prevent the predicted coal strike. 
The notorious Cromwell, of Panama, testifies 
contradicting Wallace. Earthquakes continue 
in the West Indies.

Later.—Brother McCullough passed to a 
higher life on last Friday night. Rey. W. H. 
Denison, pastor, at Troy, Ohio, preached his 
funeral sermon last Sunday afternoon in the 
new Christian church building there, and fur- 
nishes the regular obituary. In this issue, in 
the obituary column, will be found also some 
matter clipped from a Dayton daily. Next 
week the sermon of Bro. Denison will probably 
appear. But it is proper for us in this column 
to speak of Brother McCullough, on account 
of his long connection, formerly, with the Pub- 
lishing House, of which he was for quite a 
number of years an active trustee, or director, 
In that day there were five, not nine; and they 
were elected by the stockholders, not by the 


brotherhood. And the trustees elected the 
editor. His service was during one of the 


most important periods of the House. When 
Prother McCullough became a_ director, the 
regular publication of the House was the (os- 
pel Herald. The Herald of Gospel Liberty 
was not the property. of the Publishing House, 
but was edited and published at Newburyport, 
Mass., by the distinguished writer and preacher 
of New England, Rev. ID. P. Pike. 
McCullough was one of the officers active in 
negotiating with the brethren of New England 
for the purchase of the “denominational hymn- 
book” from them, and succeeded in securing it 
for the Publishing House, as well as the old 
periodical, the Herald of Gospel Liberty. The 
name of the western paper, the Gospel Herald, 
disappeared, and the consolidated paper be-

came the Heravp or Gospet Liserty,of Dayton, 


Ohio. The subscriptior lists were made one 
on account of the supposed advantage of elim- 


inating competition between the two papers. 
Cash was paid for the property purchased of 
the eastern brethren. Rev. W. A. Gross, now 
of Springfield, Ohio, was also a director of the 
Publishing House in this period. J. J. Sum- 
merbell was publishing agent for a short time. 
Rev. H. Y. Rush was editor, counting his serv- 
ice on both papers, for about twelve years, cov- 
ering the time including all the negotiation, 
and the erection of the former building at 
Sixth and Main streets, and the business fail- 
ure of the Association. The spiritual excel- 
lence of Brother McCullough was beautifully 
illustrated in his relation to Brother Rush. 
McCullough was enthusiastically a denomina- 
tional advocate; and along that line uniformly 
succeeded in establishing new congregations, 
erecting church buildings and reviving broken 
down congregations. He was eminently doc- 
trinal, as well as spiritual in his preaching. 
His congregations knew what he believed con- 


_cerning questions about which denominations 


differed. But the editorial polity of Brother 
Rush differed widely from this. His editor- 
ials condemned doctrinal agitation; he was es- 
pecially severe against criticism of the sects, 
and against any thing like public debate with 
them. Notwithstanding this editorial polity, 
Brother McCullough as a_ trustee gave the 
sweetest support to Brother Rush. He was 
appreciative of the high literary efficiency of 
Brother Rush, which was especially under- 
stood by Brother McCullough; for, contrary 
to what many may suppose, Brother McCul- 
lough had some scholastic superiority to the 
majority of our ministers, being a_ school 
teacher, and Latin scholar of no ordin- 
ary knowledge early in his ministry. His own 
attainments made him understand the high 
literary ability of Brother-Rush as editor, and 
he rendered to him faithful support. We have 
often been secretly amused to see Brother Me- 
Cullough pose as unlettered, in the presence 
of some who were “putting on airs” as educat- 
ed; and we believe he never allowed his own 
scholastic knowledge to be suspected, often 
calling himself an old Dutchman. He easily 
won the favor of the unlettered ; but he himself 
appreciated the wonderful diction and rhetori- 
cal editorial writing that Brother Rush fre- 
quently produced in the Heratp. He under- 
stood his excellence as editor, and stood by him 
like a Christian, though desiring in the paper 
more denominational meaning. That dread- 
ful friction that sprang up was not furthered 
by Brother McCullough; and was led by Rev. 
A. W. Coan, whose language to Brother Rush 
was of that strong kind that he could use, and 
which we must not repeat. Brother Rush was 
forced from the editorship. At Dayton he im- 
mediately started a paper, but very soon dis- 
continued it; we believe partly owing to his 
association with Brother McCullough, as well 
as his own second and better thought as to 
open opposition. Brother McCullough was 
ever faithful to the editor, though differing 
theologically, and his good spirit helped the 
cause during a trying time. In his ministry 
Brother McCullough often bore very _ irrita- 
ting slights as though unconscious of them; 
but these we must not speak of here: for they 
are not connected with his long and valuable 
official service to‘ this journal. But his whole 
life was one of high intellectual and spiritual 
capacity and experience on the one hand, and 
vigorous leadership, successful achievement 
and humble pretensions on the other; often tak- 
ing a failing enterprise, pushing it to high sue- 
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cess, and then effacing himself as though he 
would have no man know it. He bore injuries 
with meekness, though suffering from the 
smarts; and never sought retaliation. His life 
was a blessing to the world. We believe he 
erected seven church buildings. He wen hun- 
dreds, probably thousands, of sinners to Christ. 


Brother, do not imagine that recklessness is 
originality. Do not suppose that antagoniz- 
ing good men means bravery. You may fight 
good men simply because you know they will 
not retaliate, while all the time afraid of bad 
men whom you dare not attack except secretly. 


Why is it that the publishers of the Ameri- 
can Revised Version of the Bible do not pro- 
vide editions for various uses. Is it because 
they have monopoly of its sale, and need not 
do so? It would be a real pleasure to find 
some edition of it equal to many of the forms 
of the King James translation. 


Brethren will excuse us for striking out of 
field notes and other matter acknowledgments 
of hospitality. This has been our custom for 
many years; and though we sometimes over- 
look it, and acknowledgments are inserted, as 
soon as they begin again to occupy space, we 
resort to the old rule and they are cut out. 
Hosts who have entertained our ministers will 
by this remark know why they are not men- 
tioned. 


We enjoy the improvement in the mechani- 
eal work of the Christian Sun, the organ of 
our people published at Elon College, N. C. 
The better paper helps the reader. Beside the 
editorials, there has lately been running in it 
a series of valuable historical papers by W. E. 
McClenny, A. B., on Rev. James O. Kelly. We 
enjoy the prosperity of the other papers of 
Zion; knowing well that the possible slight 
competition along some lines is worthy of no 
notice when the great benefits to the general 
church are considered. It is our desire that 
every paper prosper. If the HERALD or GosPEL 
Lirerty were to swallow the Christian Sun, 
the Christian Messenger and the Christian 
Vanguard, we do not believe it would become 
much fatter, but are certain that some sections 
of our people would not be as well fed as they 
are now. The point for us all to keep in view 
is to work for the building up of the cause. 
Such purpose will build up the papers as well 
as the cause. The more papers we have, the 
better it will be, if they are suitably sustained. 
The Sun, of which we began to write, is doing 
a good work, and shines on all.

God’s Joyful Drama for Men.

The Christian religion is God’s most joy- 
ful drama for every man. 


It is “good tidings of great joy.” The great 


- Apostle Paul says; “Rejoice, again I say unto 


you, rejoice.” 

Why do some get an idea that the Unristian 
religion is a sad thing? 

When some one dies in the home, we quote 
Scripture for a few days, and we talk of divine 
things. Then Christian people are often care- 
less and tell only a half truth and leave a 
wrong impression on the mind of the young, 
when they say of infidelity, “It does very well 
to live by when well and strong, but it is a 
poor thing to die by.” The child who is ak 
ways quick to see and hear gets the idea that 
religion is something to be found among 
coffins. 


How beautiful the story that some parents 
conceived the idea that Christ was suited to 
happy childhood, and came with the little 
ones seeking a blessing from him for their 
children while life was before them. 

No, the Christian religion is not a kind of 
a shady, sunset funeral procession, with a 
solemn tread in the dying of the day—a dole- 
ful, solemn sound coming from the tomb. It 


is nothing of the kind. Neither is the Chris-~ 


tian religion a scorpion to beat all life and 
gladness out of you. A hideous, monstrous 
theology is partly responsible for such an im- 
pression. Men have been taught that to be 
saved they must run a gauntlet between the 
darting lightnings and muttering thunders of 
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God’s wrath on one side, and an enraged deyi! 
on the other. If, in the path of some theolo. 
gian, you could step just right in the foot- 
prints of some one else’s experience, God’s 
wrath would be appeased and the devil cheat- 
ed out of his own. With such a conception, 
it is no wonder that the young have felt like 
the negro who said, “I would like to become 
a Christian but dread the process.” 

The Christian religion is not a cold, chilly 
wind from the icy north, coming in the dark- 
ness of the night, shriveling all the roses of 
happiness, and blasting every bud of joy and 
gladness. But it is a cheerful, sunlit breeze 
on the wings of the morning, with its arms 
full of flowers and fruit from the land of prom- 
ise. It is a chariot of day-dawn, coming on 
the king’s highway of beauty and increasing 
light, attended by music and dancing and hap- 
py childhood—eternal youth. 

To be a Christion is to welcome every good 
of God in your being, and then let it bud and 
blossom and bear much fruit. 

In God’s broad country of the Christian 
religion, every bird sings its sweetest song, 
every tree spreads its arms of welcome, every 
bud has a happy, throbbing heart, every rose 
blushes with joy and opens its lips with won- 
dering breath; the fountain bubbles its low 
note; the brook sings its glad song; the cat- 
aract roars its harmonious voice; man ceases 
to frown, and begins to smile and sing and 
shout for very joy. Why should he not when 
it is all for him? 

Oh! that I were an artist and could. paint 
the Christian religion! I would ask Michael 
Angelo and the artists of the ages to lend their 
aid. I would hang the picture in every home. 
Oh! that I were a sculptor! I would chisel 
it in marble and ivory and set the image by the 
highway of every life. Oh! that I were a 
musician that I could sing it! ‘I would ask 
Beethoven and Wagner and all the masters of 
the past to make one supreme effort to strike 
the key note. I would ask the angels to join 
in the chorus. I would ask the stars to echo 
it forever to all worlds. Oh! that I were an 
actor and could act in all its variety and love- 
liness before all men. I would make is so 
real that all would copy it. 

But God steps upon the stage and rebukes 
me: “I would you would receive the life and 
power and growth to live it—to live it as 
Stephen and Paul lived it, in a small circle at 
first, but in an ever-expanding circle that 
grew until it encircled the earth and touched 
the heavens with a vital thrill of life.. Have 
you eyes and see not, ears and hear not, neither 
do you understand with your heart? You need 
not pray to Beethoven and Wagner and Michael 
Angelo for help. Have I not sent you help 
that each man might paint it in its variety 
in moving, living pictures? Have you not a 
pattern? Does not the Master Artist of heaven 
paint the Christian religion of eternal delight 
with his own deeds and with his own blood? 
Go then and repeat and enlarge the picture 


_into all experiences. Turn each fountain of 


hope into a river of blessing. 

“Go and chisel it for the eternal art gallery. 
Go, and I will send to each of you the spirit 
of the Master Sculptor. But thy carvings 


shall not be upon stone nor ivory that decay, . 


but upon hearts, that thy statues live and grow. 
They shall breathe heaven’s spirit and speak 
God’s language and act the deeds of Christ. 

“Go and sing the Christian religion. Have 
I not sent you heayen’s highest anthem? Have 
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you not heard its harmony? Turn each key- 
note into an eternal song. Sing it so well in 
the morning, noon and evening of thy life that 
weary feet may dance with joy, that despond- 
ent groans may be turned into shouts of vic- 
tory. Sing it so well that the old may be 
young with life, and that the young may be 
old with wisdom. Sing it in all thy life, each 
deed being a harmonious note. 

“Turn thy home, thy farm, thy neighborhood 
into a rostrum broad and beautiful, and let no 
inharmonious devil in thy heart and then no 
discordant note will slip thy lips. 

“Go, act the Christian religion that the acts 

may go on for ages. Act it on a broader stage 
than any that may be bounded by man-made 
trappings. I will give you a home, a corn- 
field, a factory, a shop, as the back-ground 
scenery of the stage where you are to act the 
unselfish part. I will hang up the clouds 
for your drapery and your moving curtains. 
I will give a starry dome of nature’s temple 
and scenery in changing colors over your stage. 
There shall be the mid-day arch of blue, and 
then the moon and stars as an upper curtain. 
I will paint the day-dawn to the east of your 
stage, with its gold and silver bars of light 
stretching up across the dome; and to the west, 
I will paint the golden sunset. Nor will it be 
one monotonous picture, it shall change with 
each act. At times thick clouds of trial shall 
gather over thy head, and lightnings quick 
and startling shall be on thy right and on thy 
left. But have no fear; remember, you are in 
sight of the Master and in the presence of the 
multitude. Then act well your part. Be on 
time. Wait not until some listener is deaf 
and blind and dead. Wait not to speak thy 
part to thyself ten thousand times. Dream 
it not forever. Act it before it dies within thy 
heart. Feed the angel of truth until grown, 
but keep it not caged forever, or it will die 
before it flies. And then thou shalt try to make 
a dead thing fly before thy auditors that are 
half in coffins and the other half lost their in- 
terest. : 
“Be ready. When a child act thy part: there 
are those a child shall lead. In youth be 
strong. Never let one evil eye turn thee from 
thy best acting. I will ‘send angels that ex- 
cel in strength to stand on the stage at thy 
right and thy left, but thow art to do the act- 
ing.

Rcd aenseiesmehincbaibiin 
The World-Wide Mission Field.—The 
Missionary Idea.

This is, I believe, a new term. It carries 
its meaning upon its face and needs no elabo- 
rate definition. We know at first glance what 
it stands for; but we do not see all of it at 
Once. It has a scope and a depth and riches 
of thought that many glances cannot measure. 
It is more comprehensive than “missionary 
cause” or “missionary movement,” “missionary 


thought” or “missionary effort;” it includes 
all that these include. It is freighted with the 
most stupendous thought of the ages and rep- 
resents the greatest movements in purpose, 
power and productivity known to mankind. 

The missionary idea is the soul of Christian- 
ity, the heart of the Christian system. It in- 
spires Christian thought and compels Chris- 
tian activity. It dominates the present and 
possesses the promise of the future. It was 
never so universal, or so powerful, or so con- 
trolling as now. The Apostolic Church—close 
to the historical and living Christ—was not 
more zealous for the missionary idea than is 
the church of the nineteenth century. It was 
Paul’s and Peter’s inspiration; it has been the 
inspiration of Wesley and Carey and Judson 
and Livingstone, and is the inspiration of the 
missionaries of to-day; and yet it has not pos- 
sessed and dominated the mind of the church, 
and does not wholly possess and dominate it 
even now. The wonder is that it has required 
so many centuries to come to its own. If we 
turn to the Bible we find that the missionary 
idea is the great thought of the gospels and 
epistles. The Bible has ever been the Word 
of God to the Christian believer. Why was 
he so long blind to the clear, unmistakable 
teachings of the Scriptures? Why was he so 
long in apparent ignorance of God’s declared 
purpose to save the world by the gospel? 

Dr. Robert F. Horton, in his most suggestive 
volume, “The Bible a Missionary Book,” says, 
“The gospel not only contains the missionary 
idea, but it is the missionary idea.” It is here 
I get the term “missionary idea,” which seems 
to me so full of meaning, and so appropriate 
as descriptive of the inspiring purpose of the 
missionary movement. Not only is the mis- 
sionary idea the burden of the gospels, but 
also, Dr. Horton insists, of the epistles, par- 
ticularly those of St. Paul, whose writings 
are simply “the letters of a missionary, evoked 
by his missionary work, necessitated by the 
fact that his missionary stations were so num- 
erous and so widely scattered that he could 
only be in them as an occasional visitor.” 
These “letters are missionary productions 
through and through, and have no significance 
apart from that characteristic.” 
wonders how the reformers and great theolo- 
gians found profound doctrines and distinct- 
ive dogmas in the Pauline writings and missed 
entirely their missionary import. The key- 
note of the Reformation was the doctrine of 
justification by faith, and it called evangel- 
ical Christianity to a separate life. 


In the fulness of time, when seas and moun- 
tains, race and language, religion and govern- 
ment no longer divide continents and coun- 
tries and peoples, comes the missionary idea, 
to call Christ’s earnest disciples to the high- 
est plane of thought and endeavor for the Mas- 
ter’s cause. It is a new Reformation, fraught 
with greater consequences in the world than 
that of Martin Luther. It is a new truth, or 
rather an old truth rediscovered. And as we 
see it, it occupies as large a place in our hori- 
zon as that brought out by Luther and his 
compeers occupied in theirs. It covers the 
whole heavens with the glory of the King and 
his rapidly growing kingdom. We see it so 


plainly and it so fills our vision that we hardly 
see anything else. It is no longer a truth de- 
pendent on isolated passages of Scripture, it 
stands out in letters of living light on page 
after page of gospel and epistle and makes 
luminous the preceding pages of law and proph- 
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ecy; and certain passages as these of the Mas- 
ter: 

“Go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” 

“And the gospel must first be published 
among all nations before the end shall come.” 

‘And this of Paul: “For whosoever believeth 
in the Lord Jesus Christ shall be saved. But 
how shall they believe in him of whom they 
have not heard, and how shall they hear with 
out a preacher, and how shall they preach un- 
less they be sent?” are burned into the Chris- 
tian consciousness of our age as if by fire. 

These hold in epitome the purpose and meth- 
od of God in reconciling the world unto him- 
self. The gospel is not restricted to a chosen 
people, it is for all mankind, and it is not to be 
given by superhuman instrumentality, but by 
men, disciples of Christ.. These disciples are 
to disciple all nations. Christ did not say 
he would do this work himself; nor that the 
Father would do it. He said, “All power 
is given me in heaven and in earth,” 
but he did not promise to be other than a silent 
influence in the accomplishment of the con- 
version of the world. The comfort and en- 
couragement of his presence, “Lo, I am with 
you alway even unto the end of the world,” 
belong to the oldest disciple; but after all 
it is the preaching of the gospel that leads men 
to Christ. 

Men must believe in order to be saved; but 
how shall they believe when they have never 
heard, and how shall they hear without 
preachers and how shall men preach unless they 
be sent—sent by the Holy Ghost and the 
church. As Dr. Horton says, Christ came with 
a message, then became the message himself, 
and his messengers at his command are going 
among all nations and peoples and kindred 
and tongues, publishing the message. So much 
stress would not be laid upon preaching if 
it were not an absolute necessity. “The gospel 
must be preached among all nations.” There 
is no other method. Even Paul’s miraculous 
call to the service of the Christ he had been 
persecuting was not accomplished without hu- 
man aid. Ananias completed the miracle. 

The missionary idea means more to human- 
ity than any other idea. Measures of govern- 
ment—commercial, industrial and productive 
enterprises; invention, discovery, science, 
humanitarian and sociological institutions— 
all efforts for the advancement of civilization 
and the well-being of the race are, it is con- 
ceded, of great significance and importance; 
but the missionary idea is fundamental to 
them all. The gospel is the only universal 
solvent. It comes to the individual and re- 
forms him as a man, elevating him in thought 
and life and character. As he is raised his 
family are raised, his community, his nation 
and his race. It may be in only an infinites- 
imal degree, but the increase of the units means . 
the increase of the circle of influence and pow- 
er. He becomes a better son, husband, father, 
brother, citizen. He stands for the Christian 
family and the Christian family is the ulti- 
mate hope of all that is best and truest and 
grandest in society and state and nation and 
race. : 


The savage Fijian and South Sea Islander 
were the scourge of the maritime and commer- 


- cial world. The Christian Fijian and South 


Sea Islander are the friends of the mariner, 
aids to commerce, and supporters of Christian 
government. The heathen Chinaman could 
be a pirate and wrest his support from the 
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toilers of the sea; but as a Christian his con- 
science would not even let him take a volun- 
tary tribute from them. The savage Fijian 
met the missionary with spear and club; but 
the Christian Fijian, laying aside the weapons 
of carnal warfare, goes as missionary to face 
the murderous savages of New Guinea, armed 
with only the gospel. The degraded fetich- 
worshiping African helps the Arab slave-deal- 
er to enslave his own people; but with the 
gospel in his.own heart he becomes a. friend 
of all mankind. The pagan Indian thirsts for 
the blood of the white enemy; but as a Chris- 
tian he abandons the tomahawk and the scalp- 
ing knife and leaves the warpath forever. 

The cruel savages of Uganda lived largely 
by predatory raids; as Christians they be- 
came farmers and fruit raisers, and ship their 
products to the factories of England. And 
their government of the Christian type bears 
hardly the faintest resemblance to that which 
only twenty-five years ago marked its course 
with hideous crimes and cruelties. 

These are only hints of the wonderful trans- 

formation which the gospel is bringing about, 
not only among savages and heathen, but also 
in civilized countries. The gospel leaven is 
leavening the whole world. The power of the 
missionary idea is inexhaustible. It is ever 
lifting, lifting, lifting; lifting out of savagery 
and heathenism; lifting out of lower into high- 
er civilization; lifting out of higher civiliza- 
tion into still higher attainment. 
' The missionary idea is the divine idea of the 
salvation of the world. God’s sovereignty 
over the nations, if it means anything at all, 
means the final accomplishment of this great 
object. “Seek ye first the. Kingdom of God.” 
That is the first and most important step. All 
else as to meat and raiment, the activities of 
mankind and the measures of state, which so 
absorb the thought and effort of men, are tem- 
poral and subsidiary. Humanitarianism is 
good; the gospel is the grandest and most ef- 
fective humanitarianism. 

If the missionary idea is what it is here 
represented to be, how utterly inadequate and 
inappropriate is the word “benevolent” as ap- 
plied to a missionary society. The great cause 
is not holding out its hand as a poor unfortu- 
nate beggar begging for charity; but it asks, 
receives and applies the Lord’s money to.the 
Lord’s work as offered freely, gratefully and 
prayerfully by the Lord’s people.

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Saloon Smashing. 
Topeka, Kan., Fes. 10, 1906. 
J. J. Summerbell, Dayton, Ohio: 

Dear Sir:—Some months ago I saw in your 
paper an article on the contest being waged 
between the temperance advocates and the 
whiskey power in this as well as other states 
of the Union. 

The spirit of the article was a most strin- 
gent arraignment of the whiskey power; but at 
the close of the article there was a quotation 
from a religious organ, published by the Pres- 
byterian church, in which the editor criticises 
those sharply that resort to force by destroy- 
ing liquor joints and saloon fixtures. “Good 
people in every community will look with dis- 
favor upon the destruction of men’s property 
without due process of law.” I believe that 
I have quoted substantially the language of the 
editor. ° 

Now we believe that the writer intended to 
be honest and that his words should not mis- 
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lead or in any way sanction crime. Now we 
have an opportunity to study conditions here 
at close range. 

In the first place, those who are interested 


.in the manufacture and sale of intoxicants as 


a beverage, are vigilant to a degree where their 
infernal interests are at stake, that few per- 
sons who have not studied them carefully have 
a conception. In those states where licens- 
ed saloons exist, it is safe to state that every 
law is drafted by a lawyer in the paid employ 
of the rum power, while it seems to read to the 
superficial attorney to be in the interest of 
morality, but so constituted that in the courts 
it falls of its own weight. 

But here we have the law both in the con- 
stitution and supported by legislative enact- 
ments absolutely without flaw. The law was 
prepared by those interested in its success. 
But in our cities, probably in nine-tenths of the 
raids that are made upon the “joints” and 
places where it is illegally sold no liquor or any 
fixtures of any value are found, where ten 
or twenty minutes before an abundance of 
liquor and fixtures were in full evidence. 

How did it happen? 

Some one among the officers notified the 
jointist that a raid was about to be made. 
It is safe to say that a majority of the officers 
wink at the violation of this particular law. 
They are sworn to enforce this law as well 
as others, but they drink at these bars and re- 
ceive in various ways, tips. 

Sut still further. The most of these joints, 
amounting perhaps to hundreds in this city, 
pay a regular assessment of one hundred dol- 
lars ($100.00) per month into the pockets of 
those who are sworn officers to enforce the 
municipal laws of the city. 

If a jointist fails to pay his assessment he 
is raided and this time without notification. 
If the assessment is paid after he is convicted 
in the police court, he obtains a bond and ap- 
peals to the District Court. 

Now we will examine conditions there. In 
the first place*the “wets,” by all. the cunning 
devices known to modern politics, secure the 
election of a sheriff and county clerk who are 
pledged to guard their interests. They use 
money freely, and if necessary in enormous 
quantities to this end. The sheriff and 
county clerk select a justice of the peace 
to sit with them. And _ they select jur- 
ors from the list of the tax payers, and 
they will take none except they are personally 
known to them to be bitterly opposed to the 
prohibitory law, and who will not disregard 
his oath if any possible pretext can be found 
to acquit the defendant. 

We have appealed to the courts again 
and again. We have furnished the criminals 
and the evidence clear and conclusive to con- 
vict them, but without results, except that they 
fling back defiance in our faces. Not unfre- 
quently we have a judge on the bench (not our 
present) who as well as the prosecuting attor- 
ney sympathizes with and aids these viola- 
tors of the law on every possible occasion. 

When such conditions exist, men and women 
of stern morality see that their property 
and their lives cannot be trusted to the 
sworn officers of the law, they have always 
resorted to force and almost universally with 
most salutary results. Locally this force is 
generally exercised by an organized vigilance 
committee; but if the crimes against human 
rights and morality affect the state or nation, 
and these take the form of laws enacted by 
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the few in the interest of the few and against 
the masses, the protest is in the form of a rey- 
olution. 

Then taking a dispassionate view of these 
conditions I would endorse most emphatically 
the conduct of Mrs. Nation and her co-smash- 
ers.

Feet-Washing. 
BY REV, ALEXANDER MACKENZIE. 


A great many of the sayings of Jesus are 
not to be taken literally. He speaks of him- 
self as “the way,” “the door,” “the bread from 
heaven,” etc., but all believe these are symbol- 
ical. When at the last supper he referred to 
the bread, in these words, “This is my body,” 
etc., he spoke symbolically. The Romish 
church insists on its literal translation, hence 
the doctrine of Transubstantiation, which is 
contrary to all reason and common sense. Luth- 
eranism teaches Consubstantiation which is 
also opposed to reason. Protestants alone 
hold the true idea, which is, that the bread 
typifies the body of Christ, and the wine his 
blood, and that there is no power on earth that 
can change these elements into what is called 
the “real presence.” These words therefore 
are not to be interpreted literally, any more 
than the words recorded in John 4: 14. 

All the Old Testament prophets spoke in 
metaphor and symbol. See Isa. 58:11 for in- 
stance. To read the Bible in this light will 
clear up many an obscure passage. 

Dr. Camden M. Cobern, of Chicago; has a 
very instructive article in the Homiletic Re- 
view for November, 1905, on the subject of 
“Early Bible Narratives Re-Interpreted.” He 
says: “AIl oriental language was in picture; 
the language of picture was the only language 
they. knew,” etc. 

Our fraternal societies teach their great 
principles of honesty, rectitude, equality, 
brotherhood, by symbol. The Mason speaks 
about the compass and square, the Oddfellow 
illustrates the idea of union by the bundle of 
arrows, and those who cross their portals see 
the ¢oncrete principle apart from the symbol 
used to enforce and represent it. 

Now, if we can understand -and interpret the 
symbols and picture language of fraternal 
orders, why is it so hard to understand when 
Jesus by symbols or object lesson seeks to 
teach some great truth? 

Christ exemplified the spirit of humility by 
publicly washing his disciples’ feet; yet, no 
one of mediocre intelligence, (*) would say 
that he meant it to be a perpetual rite in the 
church. The act was designated by Jesus to 
convey, afier the customs of that age and 
country, a vivid icbuke of the ill-timed and 
ambitious rivalry “among the twelve, probably 
upon the occasion of arranging themselves at 
table as related in Luke 22: 24-30. How pet: 
fectly in character the method by which lhe 
sought to teach his friends to defer to one 
another? No act of service to others is to be 
regarded as mean or unworthy. It was by do- 
ing good and by “condescending to men of low 
estate” that the divine humility and meekness 
of Christ eminently appeared. 

If this example of Christ’s is to be a perpet- 
ual rite in the church, then we ought to adopt 
the customs of the Orient in full. I know the 
wording in John 13:14, 15, is very exact, bul 
it must not be taken literally. He taught 
humility by washing their feet, the same as he

did when he “set a little child in their midst.” 
So Jesus left us an example of humility, not 
of an outward rite to be always observed, but 
of the proper conduct towards others in conde- 
scension and good-will. 

I have been told by eye witnesses that some 
colored M. E. churches in Georgia and Florida 
practice this rite. Some Christian churches 
adopted it. The Greek church performed it once 
a year through her High Metropolitan to show 
humility. A-hem! The Pope himself performs 
the menial. service to show how humble he is, 
dear soul. Dr. Newman Hall’s account of the 
ceremonies of “Maundy Thursday” may be of 
interest here; and will furnish the reader with 
a beautiful idea of humility: He says: “Thir- 
teen persons personated the apostles. They 
were dressed in white flannel, and were seated 
on an elevated platform in the south tran- 
sept, which had been arranged for the cere- 
mony, with galleries of ascending seats for 
lady spectators, who came in the prescribed 
costume. Descending from his throne after 
the benediction, the Pope was divested of his 
gorgeous outer vestments, and appeared as if 
in a very large flannel dressing gown, fastened 
with a cord around the waist; a towel of fine 
cloth, trimmed with lace, having been tied-on 
him, he walked slowly to the nearest apostle, 
whose right foot, evidently well washed before- 
hand, was already bare. The stocking had 
been previously cut so as, without any trouble 
or delay, to be removed sufficiently for the pur- 
pose at the precise moment. Everything was 
done to facilitate his Holiness in the arduous 
duty which now awaited him. The apostles 
were seated at such a convenient elevation that 
he was under no necessity of stooping. (Great 
is humility —A. McK.) 

A sub-deacon on his right raised the apos- 
tle’s foot, over the instep of which a second 
attendant poured a little water, which fell in- 
to a silver-gilt basin, held by a third; while a 
fourth, carrying thirteen towels-in a silver 
basin, handed them to his Holiness, who pass- 
ed it over the foot; which he then kissed. An- 
other officer-in-waiting was-a bearer of nose- 
gays, one of which he then handed to the Pope, 
who presented it to the apostle, together with 
two medals from a purse of crimson velvet 
fringed with gold, borne by the Papal treasur- 
er. The rest were then similarly served; and 
the whole was done so expeditiously, that in a 
very few minutes the immense crowd were 
rushing off to be present at the next cere- 
mony. “So does the Pope fulfil what has been 
called the proudest of titles, “Servus Servor- 
um Dei.’ What a splendid example of pride, 
what a profane caricature of the words and 
teachings of Jesus. - 

Palestine being an excessively hot country, 
and sandals being used, the first duty of a host 
to his guest was to provide him with water to 
wash his feet. So it was one of the first laws 
of ordinary etiquette, but what was proper and 
in order in the days of Christ is entirely out 
of place in our homes to-day. What would 
not be tolerated in my home surely has no 
place in a modern Christian church, and I can- 
not see it in any other light, than, that of its 
being extremely unrefined, undignified and 
Vulgar. In our part of the country such a 
Spectacle as a feet-washing in a church, would 
insure the ridicule and contempt of every be- 
liever in decency and modesty, and I for one 
would be ashamed to confess myself a member 
of such. a church. 

Let us then understand that Jesus taught 
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condescension, humility and serving our infe- 
riors by feet-washing, and that no sensible rea- 
son exists for its perpetuation as a rite in any 
church to-day.

* (Bro; McKenzie is a powerful and logical 
writer; but perhaps he hardly intended to say 
this. Probably he meant to say, “No one of 
mediocre intelligence should say,” etc. Be- 
cause later in the article he quotes description 
of ceremonial feet-washing by the pope; and 
the pope is certainly a man of high intelli- 
gence. Whole denominations of Christian 
people practice feet-washing, who are honestly 
trying to obey the commandment of Christ. 
They are intelligent. While we admit the 
great force of the argument of Bro. McKenzie, 
we do not wish any Christian brother to feel 
that denial ef his conclusion in any degree 
militates against the fellowship that we have 
one for another. 

One advantage to the cause of Christ from 
our allowing the full privilege of individual 
interpretation: on this subject is seen in the 
fact that though churches that practice feet- 
washing asanordinance are recognized as whol- 
ly within their rights, they are not disturbed 
and they do not disturb others. But in those 
denominations where individual interpreta- 
tion is not allowed on this subject, but the 
ceremony is made compulsory in order to fel- 
lowship, there is compulsion not only on this 
subject but on others. And there is, also, 
among them more controversy and disputing 
than where individual interpretation is per- 
mitted and the spirit of charity cultivated.— 
Editor.)

Religious Debates. 


“Ye should earnestly contend for the faith 
which was once for all delivered unto the 
saints.” Error is constantly clamoring, 
“Peace, peace.” It denounces any effort to 
awaken an investigation: Jesus and Paul 
were denounced as disturbers of the peace by 
those Jews who had entrenched themselves in 
error. Being conscious of the vulnerable po- 
sition they occupied, they knew that their 
safety and the safety of their tenets could be 
had, only by a blind acquiesence in their lead- 
ership on the part of the populace. Hence 
their deadly hatred of Jesus and afterwards of 
Paul, who-debated their tenets and thereby 
showed their erroneousness, and the hypocrisy 
of their informed leaders. 

The men who have been the bulwark of the 
church in all ages have been debaters. They 
have boldly attacked the superstitions and 
errors which have found their way into the 
church. 

Truth has nothing to lose but much to gain 
by public discussion. At the beginning of the 
last century when the people known simply as 
Christians were organized into churches, 
preachers were religious debaters. They, in 
no uncertain sound, discussed the evils of sec- 
tarianism and creeds. So long as the Plummers, 
Summerbells and others continued their bom- 
bardments of sectism they increased in num- 
bers. But when our ministers passed into a 
lethargic state, fearful of stirring up opposi- 
tion by preaching the “whole truth,” but little 
advancement has been made. 

Another church which has espoused some, 
but not all, of our principles, has gone into the 
field as royal religious debaters. Though 
they set out twenty-five years after we did, yet 
to-day they have about one million communi-

cants. Who does not know that their rapid 
growth has been largely due to their boldly 
proclaiming the truths which first in modern 
times, were publicly contended for by us. The 
(Campbellites) Disciples are known through- 
out the country, while the Christians are as 
little known, that a great book by one of our 
ministers in which the tenets of the church are 
plainly and entertainingly set forth, is not 
properly classed by some of the leading relig- 
ious periodicals of the country. 

Brethren who mourn the cold state of the 
church would do more should they follow the 
admonition of Jude, “Earnestly contend for 
the faith.” Oh! for more consecrated, earnest, 
religious debaters in the chuch to make known 
to the world the truth of Primitive Christianity.

The church was 
gotten into a prayerful state, and ready to work..... 
Rey. E. E. Barrett and sister, of Putney, Vermont, 
under the employ of the New York State Christian 
Association. commenced meetings at SEARSBURG 
January 14th. and continued until February 14.... 
I went on January 20th. and remained a week assist- 
ing what I could in calling. The church was in a 
discouraged condition, and it took some time to get 
hope and faith enough aroused in them to think that 
God was willing to bless them. One by one these 
that had once commenced the Christian life and grown 
cold renewed their vows. . The congregations increased 
—many of the unsaved coming every night, and lis- 
tening with rapt attention. The result was that with 
hardly an exception those who placed themselves 
under the influence of the meetings were converted. 
It is thought that about fifty took a stand for Christ. 
February 18, Rev. John Carr, of Lakemont, supplied 
the pulpit for them. He said that it was an inspiration 
to look into those clean upturned faces—that anyone 
could preach under such circumstances. I expect to 
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supply March 4. The intervening Sunday they have ' 


their Sunday-school and a social meeting. We expect 
to be able to announce a pastor or a supply in our 
next communication....Brother and Sister Barrett 
commenced a series of meetings here February 18. 
The indications are good and we are hoping and pray- 
ing for a harvest of souls—James S. Frost. 

Ingleside.—-Eighteen and nineteen years ago I was 
pastor of the INGLESIDE Christian Church, During 
the two years we enjoyed very gracious refreshings” 
from the presence of the Lord and. there were many 
aduitions. The church was strong. With the years 
that have intervened, by deaths and removals, the 
church ranks have been decimated, and the church 
had become greatly weakened and discouraged. Fre- 
auently during this interim they had been without 
a pastor. Sheep without a shepherd, and without a 
Sunday-school-for the young people, things were in 
a discouraging condition. It was the last Saturday 
in July, 1904, that I responded to a call, “Come 
over and help us,” and hardly able to walk, I reached 
the home of Deacon W. D. Blodgett in the evening. 
The Lord’s Day morning and evening services were 
well attended and interest good. Soon arrangements 
were made for me to take up the work with very smal) 
and uncertain salary considerations, but nevertheless 
I went at it with a will and by the grace of God de- 
termined to accomplish three things—First, to labor 
for the salvation of men and so fill the thinned ranks 
of Zion; second, to repair the house of God; third, 
to assist them in securing a pastor when we had made 
sure this proposed work. God only knows the toil, 
anxiety and prayer of the past nineteen months, 
sometimes under the most discouraging circumstances. 
Last year, at the most busy season of the year, we 
had a few extra meetings, assisted or conducted by 
EB. E. Barrett and his sister. Some good was accom- 
plished, but the work was not the success desired, but 
we toiled on until in December, 1905, I arranged with 
Brother A. E. Hall, minister of the mission in Albion, 
N. Y., to assist me in a special meeting. Our meet- 
ings commenced January 21, 1906, in the mud, the 
hubs came next, and all through this kind of weather 
and going was with us. We closed our special meet- 
ings February 18. Results were not all we could have 
desired, but Brother Hall himself was made acquaint- 
ed with primitive Christianity and gospel liberty. 
He received the new-found faith and liberty most 
gladly, and as I had informed the official board that 
they must find as soon as possible a new incumbent, 
we induced Brother Hall to consider a call to the pas- 
torate. Very soon satisfactory arrangements were 
made, the call extended and accepted, and it was my 
very happy privilege to extend to him, in behalf of 
the church, the hand of Christian fellowship as a mem- 
ber of the Ingleside Christian Church, introduce the 
new pastor and then he extended the hand of Chris- 
tian fellowship to ten other persons. Brother Hall 
came to this country from England when he was thir- 
teen years old. He is now about twenty-nine. He is 
intelligent, a thorough student and a very able min- 
ister of the gospel. He is not yet ordained. His ordi- 
nation will no doubt soon be called for. About six 
months since, I obtained consent of the church here 
at a regular fellowship meeting by vote to agree if 
I could obtain outside of the church enough money to 
raise up the church and put under a basement and 
complete it, that they would go forward with the 
other necessary repairs. We have now pledged and 
partly paid nearly sufficient to do our part of the re- 
pairs and we expect in the early spring the work will 
commence in good earnest and that by June the 
house will be ready for the Tioga River Christian 
Conference. We expect to remain on the ground until 
much more shall be secured, so there will be no mis-‘ 
take about the certainty of the work. February 25th 
will be my last Lord’s Day as pastor, when I shall 
be ready to respond to a call for help where the Lord 
may direct. Brother Hall will commence his work 
as pastor March 4—H. Brown. 


VIRGINIA. 


Harrisonburg.—Three members were received in 
the church as a result of our recent meeting at MT’. 
OLIVET (Rockingham). Brother J. W. Dofflemeyer 
was with us on the last night and preached a most 
excellent sermon. This is one of our missionary 
points where the membership is’ weak. I was with 
Brother J. H. Barney at the close of his meeting at 
PALMYRA _ Schoolhouse, near Edinburg.

February Fifteen, Nineteen-Six. 

DEAR FRIEND :—I write you to-day on a very impor- 
tant matter—our new church building. It is almost 
completed and how our heartsshould rejoice that we are 
to have a sanctuary so convenient, so well arranged 
and which so well will meet the needs of our growing 
congregation and Sunday-school. It is generally recog- 
nized as one of the best appointed churches in Western 
Ohio for utjlity and practical Christian work. 

Few of our congregation will ever know of the serv- 
ice rendered and sacrifices made by our building com- 
mittee. Their work has extended -over a period of 
almost two years and these busy men have given day 
after day, night after night, often every night in the 
week, and frequently until the midnight hour; have 
sacrificed their own business interests, and foregone 
their own ‘social pleasures, that we as a.church might 
have this beautiful and useful sanctuary. In addi- 


tion to their willing service they are giving most lib- 
erally and generously of their means; and now we are 
at the point of completion and I hope most ‘sincerely 
that every member of this church and congregation 
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with our friends will do their part as faithfully as 
the building committee have done theirs. 

It should be a supreme delight for us to give to the 
point of sacrifice that every dollar of indebtedness be 
provided for at once, either in cash or subscriptions. 
The membership and friends of the First Christian 
Church can provide in cash or subscriptions before 
April 1, for every dollar of the cost of our sanctuary 
- each one will do his or her part gladly and generous- 
¥. 

Some of our people are now giving to the point of 
personal sacrifice, others are giving generously. A 
goodly number have made no subscription as yet. As 
pastor, I earnestly appeal to every member and friend 
who has given to increase his subscription already 
made, and to those who have not yet subscribed, to 
hasten with a liberal offering for this most worthy 
enterprise. 


The church complete and furnished has cost more 
than we first expected, approximately $38,000, or 
$6,000 more than originally planned, but we will 
never regret it. After we had consulted for weeks 
with the best architects it was found absolutely im- 
possible to meet the needs of our congregation without 
covering the entire lot with the church building. We 
could not afford to ruin the church building as to our 
needs for a few thousands of dollars. The additional 
size of the church has made the extra cost. Experi- 
enced men say that it is the best building in the city 
for its cost. The changes made by the building com- 
mittee after the various contracts were let, and these 
were all additions for efficiency, have been only about 
$800. This small amount is almost an unheard of 
thing in a building of that cost. Inspect the material 
and workmanship and you will find it the most dur- 
able. 


And now the time is here when all of us with our 
whole heart and without delay should make the rais- 
ing of the remaining $19,000 or $20,000 our chief 
business and give it our immediate attention. The 
chureh must pay all contracts as soon as the work is 
completed, which has been done thus far. In order to 
do this it has been necessary to borrow several thou- 
sands of dollars, and there yet remains to be met by 
March 10 about $10,000 for contracts nearing comple- 
tion. 

Dear friend, please do not delay, but make’glad our 
hearts by your generous response by that time. God’s 
work and the Lord’s cause require our prayers and 
our money. I appeal to every member and friend to 
make it a matter of conscience and principle. When 
Paul collected the gifts of the Christians at Corinth 
for the work of the Lord, he appealed to them to give 
from principle—from an enlightened sense of Christian 
duty. My appeal for this worthy cause is the same. 
The spirit of revival is in our congregation; men and 
women are seeking salvation; will you pray earnestly 
that it may also awaken the spirit of benevolence and 
unite the hearts and efforts of our people that all the 
necessary money for our church and its work may be 
freely contributed. 

This is an opportunity, a privilege; it should be a 
pleasure. Seldom do such opportunities come. Not 
many of us contribute often to the erection of a tem- 
ple of worship. 

At this altar our children and friends will give their 
hearts to the Savior. One brother, in making his 
first subscription of $200, said: “If that shall be the 
means of saving one soul I shall be amply repaid.” 
In this temple our children will worship and work and 
be trained in the service of the Lord and the helping 
of humanity. To this sanctuary you will bring your 
loved dead where words of comfort will be spoken to 
help you in your sorrow as you tarry ’ere you carry 
their precious dust to its last resting place. 

Will you pray that God may give us victory in this 
noble enterprise? It has been: built to his glory and 
praise. He will record every gift, every sacrifice, 
every heroic effort. These have been months of labor 
and prayer, tears and anxiety. Will you help to answer 
our prayers and crown the labors of our hands and 
hearts with success?

This has by all means been the most 
satisfactory Convention Collection I have ever taken, 
and I think it will be by far, the largest amount 
received. Some replies are neither explanatory nor 
apologetic, but bear information, as the following 
will show. 


“More than a year ago we voted to discontinue 
service at Bethlehem (Miami Conference), so you 
need send no more Reminders.” 

“The Christian church at Randolph, Vt., is no 
more.” 

“The class at Pleasant Point, Iowa, has not had a 
pastor for five or six years, and the organization has 
gone down, and most of the members have moved 
away.” 

Here are two letters and copies of my replies which 
I think should be read by all men, and to this opin- 
ion the president of the Convention gives his full 
indorsement. 


Rev. J. F. Burnett, 

Dear Sik AND Bro:—Your “Reminder” reached me 
through our superintendent. I feel so pained and 
disgusted, by the wrangle which has been going on 
in the Heratp and Messenger, that I have determined 
not to take any of the general collections hereafter, 
until the charges of incompetency, and dishonesty so 
boldly made against our leading men, who have in 
charge the disposition of our funds, shall have been 
cleared up. The editors seem to have considered the 
charges well founded or they would not have publish- 
ed them. ‘ Yours truly, 


“DeaR BroTHER:—I have your esteemed favor in 
which you say, that because of the incompetency 
charged against certain brethren, you will not take 
the collections. You will allow me to say, that what- 
ever individuals may, or may not do, should not in- 
fluence -us in the discharge of a well known duty, 
and a well established obligation. There have been 
no charges in the HeraLtp against the character of 
any man. Men may not see alike, nor agree upon 
how certain things should be done, but that should 
not in any way interfere with a duty we owe to our 
church or our God. No matter who has charge of 
our general affairs, they will not be at all likely to 
do everything as everybody would think they should. 


“You will pardon me, but I do not believe that your 


reason for refusing to help the general work, is eith- 
er satisfactory to yourself, or to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and I sincerely hope that you will not allow 
such things to stand in the way of a duty and priv- 
ilege which have in them unlimited blessings. 

If every minister should wait until everything was 
done perfectly satisfactorily to him, there would nev- 
er be a collection taken. 

We are all human, with more or 
failures, and with imperfect judgments, 
continue to be so until the end of time. 

The better way, is to right the wrong, as we have 
opportunity, but to continue faithful in the discharge 
of our duty. Were your letter given to the public. 
more would criticise you than have criticised the 
Mission Board, J. F. Burnett, Sec’y A. C. C.

“DearR BrorHer:—I have yours replying to a “Re- 
minder.” I want to ask your heart one question. 
Suppose the Convention had been located at Madrid, 
Iowa, and some brother in the east had written, ‘You 
and Ike took the A. C. C. to Madrid and now you 
may support it,’ would you have thought it nice of 
him so to do? 

Now my dear brother you know the Convention had 
to be located somewhere, and it was the unanimous 
opinion of the Executive Board that a town of 1,200 
was entirely too small for a convention as large as 
the A. C. C. 

Personally we all favored Madrid, but it would 
have been a fatal mistake to have gone to a smaller 
city than we have. You cannot fail to see how 
ruinous such a course as you suggest would be to 
our cause, were it generally expressed and executed. 
Of course we can get along without your, valuable 
help, but we could do much better with it. There is 
one thing you should remember, and that is that your 
chureh, or at least some of the members, might de- 
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sire to help the cause and you should not stand in 
their way, but give them an opportunity. The Chris- 
tians have no priests, nor human dictators, and if 
you do not care to help, no one will blame you, but 
you should see that those who have a better spirit, 
and a stronger faith in God and their brethren, than 
you, have an opportunity to carry out their wish. 
Your plain duty to your church, and to the cause at 
large is to take the collections. 

It seems to me that.a man of your ability, influ- 
ence, and wealth, should be a leader in the good 
cause of our Master, and help his erring brethren to 
see a better way, and should not spend any time in 
criticism or in showing the spirit of “I didn’t get my 
way and I won’t play.” That spirit is babyish and 
unworthy a manly man.

I sent the above letters and copies of my replies 
to the president of the Convention who replies as 
follows: 


Deak BroTHER BuRNeETT:—I have carefully read 
the two letters enclosed, and with your replies to the 
same. I advise that you give them to the press, sup- 
pressing the names, with at least a part of your re- 
plies. I would not think the matter so serious were 
it not that others are saying the same things and 
taking the same course. I have private information 
that in some whole sections movements are on foot to 
discourage any further collections for the Conven- 
tion or for missions. These movements will not 
attain great proportions, because our people have too 
much good sense and religion; but they may prevent 
the advance which we should make along all lines 
this year. 

The withholding of the collections is foolish, First, 
because it makes the wrong people suffer. If all 
that is said about the Mission Board should be true, 
that is no reason why the men in the field should be 
deprived of their support, and the gospel be with- 
held from the heathen. If the Executive Board of 
the Convention has made a mistake, it is no remedy 
to deliberately cripple the Convention in this impor- 
tant year of its history. If the captain of a steamer 
sails in the wrong direction, it would be better for 
the owner to discharge the captain, rather than to 
scuttle the vessel. 

Second, the most of the compiainants are ministers, 
pastors of churches. They would not tolerate such 
conduct in their members, but would counsel forbear- 
ance and co-operation pending the settlement of any 
difficulty that might arise. Why should there be 
one law for the layman and another for the minister? 

Third, the Convention is near at hand. Let the 
brethren see to it that there is opportunity for full 
and frank expression of the best judgment of all, 
without bitterness and personal antagonisms, and 
then put men in charge of the affairs of the church in 
whom the majority have confidence. In the inevita- 
ble readjustment some of the brethren who are so 
quick to criticise may be put in office. Do they wish 
to begin with an empty treasury and a discredited en- 
terprise? Yours truly,

Dr. Powers has a sane idea of the situation, as 
every fair-minded man will see. This “won’t play” 
spirit should be rooted out of our hearts, and not 
allowed to apologize for our neglect of duty. We can- 
not hope to ever reach a time when we shall all see 
alike, and if the men who now refuse to help, could 
exchange places with those who need. to be helped, 
they could not with all their wisdom, sense and 
piety, please everybody. 

This thing of pleasing the people is little business 
anyhow. The thing to do is to please God and to do 
our duty whether it shall please men or not. 

Steady now, brethren. Don’t lose your heads; we 
all want to do the right thing, at the right time, 
and in the right way, and go to the right place, and 
if we remain true to God and duty we shall not go 
far astray, but he will show us the right, and 
lead us back to it. AND HE WILL HELP US TAKE THE

Some Suggestions to Pastors on Taking 
The Foreign Missionary Offerings. 
We are now entering the harvest period of 
the year for our foreign missionary work. 
If this and the next two months are allowed 
to slip away without the people having an op- 
portunity to express themselves in a business 
like way on this-all important question of 
world-evangelization it will be a great loss to 
our foreign work as well as to the home 
churches, The churches need the _ spir- 
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itual .tonic which comes from _ heroically 
measuring themselves upon the work abroad. 
Besides, the obligation cannot be ignored with 
impunity. 

God places the pastor on the walls of Zion 
as his prophet to declare his will to the people 
and command them to “Go forward!” The 
pastor is held responsible, in large measure, for 
his people’s conduct in relation to missions 
and their support of the work. If the church 
is to move out largely and heroically, there are 
some things .the pastor must do. We meution 
a few: 


1. He must instruct the people as to their . 


duty and privilege in the matter. To be able 
to do this he must be informed on the subject 
himself. With an open Bible and all the other 
up-to-date missionary literature available to- 
day, it is hard to conceive of a reasonable ex- 
cuse for any pastor remaining in ignorance on 
this divine and most important enterprise of 
the ages. 

2. Appeal to the understanding and the 
conscience by a ‘series of sermons on foreign 
missions, (then in due time on home missions). 
These will be greatly enjoyed by the people, 
and will quicken to larger effort the meanwhile 
for the home church. Won’t have time for 
this now before the set time for taking the of- 
fering? Then move the date for taking the of- 
fering in your church up a few weeks, and 
make time to prepare the way for the offering. 
There is too much at stake for any pastor to 
shuffle this matter off his hands in an unpre- 
pared or slipshod way. 

3. Raise the standard. Aim for some defi- 
nite amount. Ask, not unreasonably, but 
largely. Then work the best method available 
for your church for taking the offerings. Give 
the people a chance with envelope or card and 
pencil, to record their offering or subscription. 
As soon as possible this missionary business 
should be taken out of the “Collection” class 
and placed upon the basis of an annual sub- 
scription; it should run parallel with the sub- 
scription for the home church. But for the 
present every pastor should aim largely and 
push hard for the Foreign Mission “Collec- 
tion.” It is the hope for the work this year. 

4. The pastor is set, not only to teach, but 
to be an “ensample to the flock.” The Levites 
though supported by the tithes were not ex- 
empt from paying tithes. For a pastor to 
urge his people to give liberally for missions 
or any other good cause and give stintingly, if 
at all, himself, is to belie or neutralize his own 
teaching. 

Lead the people through Gethsemane to Cal- 
vary, thence give them the vision; then a fair 
opportunity to express their verdict, with 
your own, and the money will come to “supply 
the needs” of the work. 

Heaven’s richest blessings will come to those 
who heroically help to give the “light of the 
knowledge of Jesus Christ to those who now sit 
in the regions and the shadow of death.”

The Importance of the March Mission 

Offering. _ 
BY WARREN H. DENISON. 

These are important days for the pastors and 
churches of our people, for they are the days 
preparatory to the March Mission offering. 
The March offering will determine some very 
important matters with regard to the mission- 
aries and the mission work of the Christian 
church. How are you preparing your people 
for this vital work? Are you preaching mis- 
sionary sermons; are you giving out to your 
congregation each Sunday some tracts of in- 
formation; are you having any distinctly mis- 
sionary prayer-meetings; are you telling your 
people of the special opportunities now in 
Japan before our church; do you know that a 
million in northern Japan are now facing 
starvation; and that many millions are starv- 
ing for the Bread of Life? Are you making an 
appeal to every member of every department 
of your church to help what he or she can? 

The facts are that, unless our people rally to 
the needs of the work and respond very gener- 
‘ously in the March offering, the work will have} 
to be cut down and crying fields cut off and 
perishing souls denied the Light of Life. We 
believe with all our hearts that our people will 
not compel us to dismiss any of our mission- 
aries or to borrow money to keep our mission- 
ary force on the field. Shall we retrench and 
cut off our work; shall we call home some of 
our missionaries; shall we borrow money to 
maintain the demands of the work now? These 
are the questions that the pastors, members 
and friends of the Christian church will an- 
swer when they make their offering in March. 

This is the last foreign missionary offering 
in this quadrennium, we ought to make it our 
best. At the Norfolk convention our careful 
committee on foreign missions: Revs. D. M. 
Helfenstein, J. L. Foster, C. A. Brown, Horace 
Mann, W. G. Sargent, O. 8. Thomas, Ellen G. 
Gustin, W. C. Wicker, Miss Annie Libby, and 
Mrs. A. H. Symonds reported in their first 
item “that the sum of $15,000 for foreign mis- 
sions be fixed as the rallying watchword for 
the church for the first year of the quadrenni- 
um.” If we all work together with prayer and 
sacrifice we can raise that amount this year. 

Much of the result will depend upon the 
preparation made -by the pastors. The solu- 
tion of the mission problem lies with our

How Much Shall I Give This Year to 
Missions? 


A LITTLE ARGUMENT WITH MYSELF. 


1. If I refuse to give anything, I practi- 
cally say to our mission board, “Close up your 
work; call home your missionaries from Col- 
orado, North Dakota and Montana; let the 
good work at Toronto, Columbus, Lima, Des 
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Moines and all the other points in the home 
land close up or lookout for themselves, I vir- 
tually say to the Board, “Call home those faith- 
ful missidnaries from Japan and Porto Rico; 
turn off all those native workers so recently 
conyerted from heathenism; turn the church 
property we have over to some other denomi- 
nation, and we ‘Christians’ will quit!” 

2. If I give less than heretofore I favor a 
reduction of our missionary force in proportion 
to my reduced contribution. 

3. If I give the same as formerly I favor 
holding the ground already won, but oppose 
any forward movement. 

4. If I advance my offerings beyond former 
years, then I favor going forward, pushing the 
conquest. of the world for Christ. Shall I not 
join this class? If I add one hundred per 
cent., fifty per cent., or only twenty-five per 
cent, to my former contributions, then I am in 
favor of enlarging our missionary work and 
saving souls at the same rate of increase. 

5. What shall I do? -I surely don’t favor 
doing less home mission work than we are do- 
ing. I surely don’t favor calling home all our 
foreign missionaries or any of them. Neither 
hold our own—not while there is so much 
land in our own country yet to be taken for 
Christ, and while the great majority of the 
heathen world have not yet even heard of 
Christ and the way of salvation. Yes, yes, I 
do believe that we should redouble our dili- 
gence and put forth greater efforts along mis- 
sionary lines, therefore will I try to increase 
my missionary contributions this year. 

6. And as we are now coming to the for- 
eign mission offering it is time for me to begin 
now. Will you? A FRIEND oF MISSIONS.

Lesson Title :—Jesus Tells Who are Blessed. 

Lesson Truth:—To be friends of Jesus we 
have pure hearts. 

Write the eight Beatitudes on a large white paper 
heart, the sixth, (Golden Text) in red. Make asmall 
copy of this for each child. If not so fortunate as 
to have a valentine of your own borrow a pretty, 
heart-shaped one if possible. Show valentine. 
“Who knows what this is? Yes, it came to me (or 
owner’s name) about two weeks ago. Isn’t it pretty? 
What I like best about it is this little verse because 
it brought me a message of love and friendship. 
There is no name on it, yet I khow who sent it be- 
cause I know just which friend would best like to 
send me such a loving message. Now, children, I 
have a message for you to-day, a message full of love, 
from a friend of yours and mine; our best friend. 
(Who?) Before I tell you this message from him 
let us try to remember what we learned of him last 
Sunday. Review last lesson and speak ‘ef the call of 
the first four disciples. Tell that he afterwards 
chose others until he had twelve. Review names of 
these if children have had them (they are easiest 
learned in rhyme or song, and may be had in that 
form.) ©“One’ day Jesus sat upon a mountain-side 
and taught these disciples and a great multitude of 
people some beautiful lessons; these are called the 
Sermon on the Mount. The message I have for you 
to-day is part of that sermon. We find it in this book 
(show Bible). Whose word is it? It is told best in 
tue first gospel (name?) (Show large heart.) I have 
Written part of it on this heart which we will hang 
on our wall. You see there are eight parts and 


must 
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each begins with the word blessed. (Point). Our 
lesson title says: (have class repeat). That means 
Jesus tells who may be his friends or have his special 
love and friendship. Blessed means happy, and a 
true friend of Jesus is sure to be happy. These 
eight ways Jesus gives us to be his happy friends are 
ealled Beatitudes. (Have class read ail.) I want 
each of you to take one of these small hearts and 
keep it where you can learn all of them. To-day we 
‘have time to talk of only one, our Golden Text 
(class recite). 

Show plain side of heart. What kind of heart is 
this? (White). Is it soiled? What other word in 
our Golden Text means clean? When Jesus said, 
“Blessed are the pure in heart” he meant, “You are 
my friends if your hearts are —?” (clean). 

Where was Jesus when he preached this sermon? 
(on mountain). Who heard it? (Describe condition 
of multitude, travel-stained and diseased). As Jesus 
looked into their hearts were they all clean and pure? 
How did Jesus feel when he saw the sin in them? 
Sorry and anxious to help remove it so that they 
could be friends of his and his Father’s. He told 
them if they had pure hearts they could see —? Can 
we see God if our hearts are not clean? 

Show picture of water-lily if possible, tell how, 
though it grows in mud it is pure and white. So 
Jesus will help us keep our hearts pure though sin 
is all around us. Then we can see —? When? Yes 
in heaven, and even here on earth Jesus will help us 
see God’s goodness and love in many ways; we can 
never see it if our hearts are impure within. I think 
the reason we have this one beatitude for our Golden 
Text is because if our hearts are pure we will be 
Jesus’ friends in all these other ways too. (Point 
to heart). Let us bow our heads and ask Jesus to 
help us keep our hearts pure so that we may always 
be his friends. Sing softly 2nd verse of “What a 
Friend we Have in Jesus.”

ADDRESSES. 


GREETINGS FROM THE CHRISTIAN 
CHURCHES. 


In the following words Rev. Carlyle 
Summerbell presented the greetings of 
the Iowa State Conference to the Uni- 
tarian churches at their recent confer- 
ence, 

Ur. President, and Members of the Iowa 
issociation of Unitarian and Other 
Independent Churches—Grecting: 

At the last session of the Iowa State 
Christian Conference, it was voted to 
send fraternal delegates. to other 
churches, to be appointed by the execu- 
tive board. I have the honor to repre- 
sent the Christian church of Iowa and 
to bring you its good-will and _ best 
wishes for your work. Probably a word 
of explanation would be in order, as 
there are two churches taking the name 
Christian. The church of which I am 
zt member, takes Christian for its only 
name; never - Disciple or Church of 
Christ. The greatest storehouse of re- 
ligious truth is the Scriptures, and we 
take the Bible for our only creed, recog- 
nizing the right of individual interpre- 
tation. We desire the fellowship of all 
Christians, irrespective of theology, so 
we make our only test of fellowship— 
a Christian character. Taking Chris- 
tinn as a sufficient name to designate 
us we desire the co-operation of all good 
people. You can readily see that the 
spirit of these principles is intensely 
liberal. 

In the book “Scripture Doctrine,” pub- 
lished by the Christian Publishing <As- 
sociation in 1904, these principles are 
stated as follows: 

We have no creed but the Bible. 

We allow individual interpretation to 
all the followers of Jesus. 

We have no leader but Christ. 

We accept no name but Christian. 

Our only test of fellowship is Chris- 
tian character, and 

We fellowship all Christians. 

Ilow much do these principles differ 
from your own? 

In Article 1 of the By-Laws of the 
American Unitarian Association the ob- 
ject is stated to be “To diffuse the 
knowledge and promote the interests 
of pure Christianity; and all Unitarian 
Christians shall be invited to co-operate 
with it for that purpose.” 

In the constitution of the National 
Conference, a broader invitation is giv- 
en: “We cordially invite to our work- 
ing fellowship any who, while differing 
from us in belief, are in general sym- 
pathy with our spirit and practical 
aims.” Practical religion is thus de- 
fined: “These churches accept the re- 
ligion of Jesus, holding, in accordance 
with his teaching, that practical religion 
is summed up in leve to God and love 
to man.” 

While not expressed in exactly the 
same identical terms, I submit that the 


o 


spirit of these principles—which is al- 
ways more than the letter—is ‘very sim- 
ilar. Freedom of thought, leadership of 
Jesus, inclusion and not exclusion, are 
mutually our wealth and aspiration. 

In the days of the past, the Unitarians 
and Christians worked together. The 
Christians founded Antioch College and 
called to its first presidency Horace 
Mann—the greatest educator of Amer- 
ica. He was a Unitarian in theology, 
and a member of the Christian church 
at Yellow Springs, Ohio, whose plat- 
form, as he called it, he thoroughly en- 
dorsed. 

At. our Nineteenth General Conven- 
tion, which met in Cincinnati, Ohio, in 
1854, it-was your Dr. R. P. Stebbins who 
was our honored president. 

But we have drifted apart. Can I 
venture to say that it has been disad- 
vantageous to both of us! You are a 
city church with its limitations. You 
fear to venture out of ear-shot of the 
ehurch bells of Boston, and dare you 
trust your American Unitarian Associa- 
tion west of the State of New York? 
On the other hand, we have not under- 
stood the genius of our own government, 
nor the broadness and grandeur of our 
principles, nor their logical outcome. 
For we stand on a platform neither or- 
thodox nor liberal in theology, but lib- 
eral in spirit, welcoming orthodox and 
liberal as children of a common Father. 
Since you have abandoned and forgot- 
ten your “country cousins,” the ortho- 
dox—inside and out—have offered to 
adopt and take us to themselves. Re- 
cently at Pittsburg, we were compelled 
to withdraw in haste from the trinity of 
the Congregationalists, United Brethren, 
and Protestant Methodists, because we 
could not conscientiously accept their 
other creeds. The liberal Congregation- 
el friends seem to accept the creeds 
with smiling faces. Yet their progres- 
sive men believe thoroughly in union, 
and desire to welcome orthodox and het- 
erodox to>.membership and fellowship. 


You Unitarian Congregationalists have 
given us some of the most beauti- 
ful hymns ever penned by the children 
of men; you have created nearly all of 
the real literature of America; you 
have been at the head of great reforin 
movements; but pity the church or in- 
dividual that lives wholly in the past. 
Is there not something for us to do? 

As a citizen of this generation, I pray 
you for one more gift—the gift of your- 
selves. To illustrate my meaning, are 
you, in view of the riches of your in- 
tellectuality and culture and your prac- 
tical knowledge of present day affairs, 
accomplishing all you might? Are you 
sacrificing half as much as the Roman 
Catholic, and do your love your religion 
as the Salvation Army lassie loves hers? 
Do you have the best religion in the 
world? Then why not give it to the 
world? 

“Beloved, let us love one another, for 
love is of God; and every one that lov- 
eth is begotten of God, and knoweth 


God. _He that loveth not knoweth not 
God; for God is, love.”

NO RAILROAD PASSES IN FRANCE. 





Therefore the Evils Resulting from 
This Practice Are Unknown There. 


An excellent feature of the French 
railroad management is described as 
follows by Charles Edward Russell in 
“Soldiers of the Common Good,” in 
the March Everybody's: 

“With the pass bribery nuisance 
France deals in summary fashion. Rail- 
roads have no chance to win the good- 
will of French deputies and _ setiators 
by surreptitious favors. Every French 
senator has by law an annual pass on 
every railroad. ‘This the government 
compels the railroads to furnish. Then 
the government deducts for the pass, 
ten francs a month from the pay of the 
senator or deputy. The railroads get 
nothing. That is the extent of that 
performance. The passes are provided 
to afford the senators and deputies op- 
portunity to acquaint themselves with 
conditions in the country and every 
part of it. 

“The president of the republic must 
be transported on public business at the 
expense of the railroads. That is the 
law, and the service entails no kind of 
obligation on the president’s part. Even 
if the companies were to furnish him 
with a special train of beautiful cars, 
that would mean nothing. because they 
are obliged to transport him with their 
best. devices anyway.”

RICH MEN’S RESPECT FOR RE- 
LIGION. 

We hear a good deal about the decay 
of religious sentiment among the busi- 
ness men of our great cities, but an in- 
cident at a recent dinner, in honor of 
one of New York’s millionaires, at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, shows that some of 
the old-time religious fervor still re- 
mains in our greatest city. The dinner 
was given by two-score members of one of 
the largest commercial bodies in the 
country, representing men of great 
wealth and prominence in business and 
professional circles. When the party 
sat down, the guest of honor was called 
upon to say grace. The dinner was in 
the nature of a Godspeed to him before 
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his departure on a journey abroad, and 
he took occasion in saying grace to 
couple it with a fervent and impressive 
prayer for the welfare of his entertain- 
ers during his long absence. The rey- 
erence and respect with which every 
guest bowed his head and listened to 
the invocation was indicative not only 
of the great respect they had for the 
gentleman whom they were entertain- 
ing, but also for the religious sentiment 
which they felt. The entertainers were 
members of the New York Board of 
Trade and ‘Transportation, and_ the 
guest of honor was Mr. James Talcott, 
who has been a member of the board 
since December, 1875, and who is at the

HINTS FOR HOUSEKEEPING, 


Did I hear some good housewife say 
that she dreaded housecleanjng? Now 
that isn’t the right attitude to take. 
Suppose you do dread it, don’t say so. 
Just say to yourself that you are going 
to make this season of housecleaning 
the most enjoyable of the year. Talk 
about the good time you are going to 
have till you get the men and boys in- 
terested to help you. This spirit of 
having a good time is contagious. Be- 
gin in a sensible way. Do not try to 
clean every room in the house in one 
day, or even in one week. Look out for 
the easy way of doing things. It pays. 
Plan for a rest hour each day, a little 
time when you can go into the silence 
ind gather strength in mind and body 
for the day’s duties. Take time, you 
have all summer before you, and above 
all be cheerful. 

Before the time for a general tear- 
up, begin’ to get ready. Sort over the 
accumulated magazines and _ papers, 
clipping out or marking the articles to 
be saved. Destroy old letters. Look 
over the medicine shelf, and see to it 
that all bottles are properly labeled. 
Overhaul boxes, trunks, bureaus and 
closets. As soon as advisable, pack 
away the winter clothing, using a good- 
ly supply of camphor balls to keep away 
the moths. After this preparatory work 
is done, then begin housecleaning pro- 
per. 

Begin with the cellar. See to it that 

all decayed vegetables are carried out 
and burned. Cellars are our great germ 
Suppliers. Some one has said: “Little 
children are taken sick and die, not be- 
cause God wills it, but because there are 
rotten potatoes and cabbages in our cel- 
lars.” After everything has been prop- 
erly attended to here, sprinkle lime 
about to purify the place. 
_ Next clean the garret. Take all cloth- 
ng out and let it air in the sunshine. 
Destroy or give away everything that 
your conscience will allow. Sweep, dust, 
nop, and be thankful that you have a 
garret in which to keep old relics. 

_Then proceed to clean one room at a 
time. Instead of setting everything out 
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in a jumbled-up mass, have some kind 
of order. Begin by taking down all 
pictures from the wall, cleaning and 
putting them in a place where they will 
not be disturbed. Pack away for the 
summer all useless bric-a-brac and all 
dust-collecting ornaments and eyvery- 
thing the sun will fade, because you 
will want the beautiful, blessed sun to 
shine through your house all the sum- 
mer. Sunshine is the most pewerful dis- 
infectant known. Dust and clean every 
article of furniture as you move them 
out. Have the carpet thoroughly clean- 
ed and renovated. Lastly clean win- 
dows, ceiling and tloor—Herald and 
Presbyter. 
OBITUARIES. 
REV. PETER McCULLOUGH. 

A long, well spent Christian life has come 
to its close on earth, and we may well pause 
to learn some of the lessons of this great 
and good man. Rev. Peter McCullough was 
born February 8, 1826, on the McCullough 
farm, near Addison, and passed to the home 
not made with hands eternal in the heavens, 
Friday, February 23rd, at the home of his 
daughter in Toledo, Ohio. Thus he had just 
recently passed the years measured by four 
scores. He was the son of William and Su- 
san Shidler McCullough. In his boyhood 
days the country was almost a _ wilderness. 
When his parents came to Ohio less than 
three years before his birth, the country was 
thinly settled, but little land was cleared, 
wild game was plenty, and the little log 
cabin, 20x24 feet, sufficed for the home. Food 
was very plain, and the conveniéences of our 
day were unknowp. What wonderful changes 
a life of eighty years has seer in this beau- 
tiful and fertile Miami Valley. Brother Mc- 
Cullough began teaching in 1847, and in this 
same year was united in marriage with Mar- 
tha Ross. To them were born five children, 
four daughters and one son. One of the 
daughters died in infancy and the four chil- 
dren survive: Mrs. Henry Theobald, of To- 
lelo, Mrs. Stephen Powers, of Chicago, Mrs. 
J. E. Pearson, of Troy, and Mr. C. E. Me- 
Cullough. After the death of his devoted 
companion his home has been with his daugh- 
ters. Only last month he wrote to a friend 
in Troy, saying: “I often think and look 
over there on Riverside where mother lies, 
and think it won't be long until there will 
be a little mound there marking the grave 
of VT. MecCuliough, but it will be sweet to 
sleep in Jesus.” 

In those early days school privileges were 
few, but were often highly prizej. The day 
school of the district was held in a log cabin, 
with log seats. Openings covered with greas- 
ed paper admitted the lignt into the room, 
serving as windows. Just a few months be- 
fore his birth a log meeting house was built, 
and for a year or more the earth was its 
only floor. About this time the first Sun- 
day-school in Miami County was organized. 
With these meager early privileges Brother 
McCullough became a strong spiritual and 
intellectual man of no mean training and of 
culture, but of power and usefulness. Among 
these hardships our brother's early years 
were spent, but in that Christian home he 
received such instruction and devotion that 
he early became a follower of Jesus. He was 
converted at the Rocky Springs Christian 
Church a few miles north of Troy, which 
afterwards beeame a part of the Troy church, 
soon after its organization in 1857. He join- 
ed the church at the home of Thomas Mitch- 
ell under the labors of Rev. D. F. Ladley 
and Jacob S. Reeder. He said he did not 
remember any time in his life that he did 
not want to preach and when he did not ex- 
pect to preach. He wanted to go away to 
school and fit himself for preaching—often 
thought he would go to Meadville, Pa., theo- 
logical seminary, but means were scarce and 
he did not go. But he began preaching in 
1849, and in 1853 joined the Miami Ohio 
Christian Conference, where he remained an 
honored and loved member ever since. His 
first sermon was but eighteen minutes long 
and was from the text, John 9: 27, “Will ye 
also be his disciples?’ 

He was president of the Conference at 
least twelve years, and was always an in- 
fluential member on the floor and in com- 
mittees. His counsel was highly prized by 
his brethren. He has served on important 
boards and committees of the American Chris- 
tian Convention, and served a term of years 
as trustee of the Christian Publishing Asso- 
ciation. 

He has been the pastor of the following 
Christian churches: Chambersburg, Seven 
Mile, Dayton, Bethany, Liberty, South Solon, 
Sciota, Zion, in Ohio; Antioch, Joppa, Edin- 
burg, Timber Ridge, Liberty, in Virginia, and 
perhaps others. Ile organized ~ Christian 
churches at Jamestown, Centerville, Mt. Ster- 








ling, Pancoastburg, Addison, Honey Creek, 
Concord, Eaton and Union. He did home mis- 
sionary work in Ohio, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. He has often 
been referred to as a noted church builder. 
He had much interest in this new sanctuary, 
and gave to its pastor some excellent sugges- 
tions. How anxious he was to see a temple 
here suitable to the needs of this congrega- 
tion, and on the 3rd day of tLis month I re- 
eeived a letter from him accepting an invita- 
tion to have a part in the dedication services 
which will oceur in a few weeks. In that 
letter he said. “I am in good health,” but, 
alas, his is the first form to tarry here in 
this new house of worship, while we speak 
words of comfort to these sorrowing hearts 
ere they carry this precious dust to its last 
resting place to sleep beside mother in River- 
side. The Christian church has lost a faith- 
ful and -noble Christian brother; a strong 
teacher of its principles. We have lost from 
the earth a true friend; and these children, a 
noble and devoted Christian father; but the 
gain and the reward of those who are faith- 
ful unto the end is beyond our comprehen- 
sion, for “Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of man, 
the things which God hath prepared for 
them that love him.” 


The funeral sermon was preached by the 
writer, who was assistéd in the services by 
Rev. J. G. Bishop, D. D., Rev. E. M. Rapp 
and J. J. Summerbell.

Rey. McCcLLoven 1s SUMMONED.—Former 
Dayton Pastor Passes to His Reward—Rev. 
Dr. J. J. Summerbell, editor of the HERALD 
oF GOSPEL LIBERTY, received Friday night 
the sad intelligence of the death of Rev. 
Peter McCullough, formerly of this city. Rev: 
McCullough was for ‘many years pastor of 
the Broadway Christian Chureh, and was 
one of the famous ministers of early Day- 
ton. He located here about 1866, and his 
ability soon placed him among the foremost 
of the city’s ministers. Rev. McCullough 
abandoned active work in the pulpit about 
ten years: ago, his last charge being the 
Broadway Church. Since that time he has 
preached oceasionally, but never accepted a 
charge. Up to within two years ago Rev. 
and Mrs. McCullough resided on West Fifth 
street, but after the death of his faithful 
companion he made his home with his daugh- 
ters in Chicago, Toledo and Troy. He pass- 
ed away at 8 o'clock Friday night at the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. Henry Theo- 
bald, after a short illness. He is survived 
by his daughters, Mrs. Mellie Powers, of Chi- 
cago, Mrs. Henry Theobald, of Toledo, and 
Mrs. Joseph Pearson, of Troy, and one son, 
Mr. Nei MeCullough. The remains will be 
interrel in the Troy cemetery next Sunday, 
in all probability. Rev. McCullouch at one 
time was president of the Miami Conference 
and a director of the Christian Publishing 
Company of this city. Rev. McCullough was 
a finely educated man, and for many years 
was one of the chief figures in the Chris- 
tian church in the promotion of its teachings. 
His strength was forcibly shown in the or- 
ganization of many congregations, having 
been regarded as one of the leading church 
builders in the denomination. He was widely 
known here, and among his many friends the 
announcement of his death will be received 
with genuine grief and the universal sympa- 
thy will be extended to his relatives. Mrs. 
Henry Theobald, of Toledo, at whose home 
his death occurred, was formerly a resident 
of Dayton, her husband having been employed 
as general organizer of the N. C. R. Co. Rev. 
McCullough had just passed his eightieth 
year, the anniversary having. been celebrated 
within the last several days.—Dayton Jour- 
nal, February 24, 1996.

THE SPIRITUAL TELEGRAM. 


{Funeral discourse, as delivered by Rev. 
J. T. Phillips, over the remains of Deacon 
taven McReynolds at Prairieville Church, 
January 9th, 1 o'clock p. m., and published 
by request of family.] 


Tert—And I heard a voice from heaven 
saying unto me, Write, blessed are the dead, 
which die in the Lord, from henceforth. Yea, 
saith the spirit, that they may rest from 
their lahors;: and their works do _ follow 
them.—Rev. 14: 13. 


Belovel, by request of this sorrowing fam- 
ily, I come to-day to administer words of 
eomfort and consolation to them at this, their 
hour of deepest sadness. 

And I am congratulated with the fact that 
these eleven sons and daughters are not only 
all Christians themselves, and occupy- 
ing respectable and prominent positions 
in life's activities, and that 
they are not only highly honored in being 
the children of a noble, historic, pious pio- 
neer parent, whose name is fame in these 
several counties, but that he lived to give 
them a model Christian character, and a 
triumphant, Christian death, which ts of 
more priceless value to your future than 
countless wealth, and inasmuch as the wid- 
ow has chosen the text upon which I shall 
prelicate my address, I shall draw from the 
theme of “The Spiritual Telegram” all the 
fruitful influences of consolation and encour- 
agement for all of this great audience that 
my limited time will permit. 

John, the Revelator, wrote the book of 
Revelation, which contains the words of 
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our text, about the year 96 or 97 A. D., and 
probably while on the Isle of Patmos. 

The word “Revelation” is from the Latin 
revelare, to unveil, to uncover. It is the 
equivalent of the Greek word apocalypse, 
the unveiling, or the revealing, future things 
or mysteries of the church. 

Having made this explanation, I will pro- 
ceed to investigate the grand truths con- 
tained in this message, received by St. John. 
I imagine that I see John sitting at his 
desk, wrapt in’ deepest meditation and re- 
flection; for this. beloved servant of God 
was himself only about four years from his 
“passing,” or translation; when he would 
receive the grand baptism of the beauties 
revealed in this telegram and like our de- 
arted brother and father, be made most 
nexpressably happy, in the realization of 
what it “must be to be there.” 

I. There came a voice to John. A wire- 
less message, over the ’phone of his mighty 
mysteries; ‘ta divine voice.” The same that 
was heard from heaven after Christ was bap- 
tized: possibly it was the voice of the Son 
of God whe spake to John. For I learn that 
“the hour is coming and now is when the 
dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
(od, and they that hear shall live.’’-—John 
5:25. Our dear deacon rejoicel in the con- 
fidence of this revelation. 

Il. But I learn this message was of di- 
vine authority and source. A voice from 
heaven. I'rom the cabinet in glory, and 
not from Washington or Berlin, but from 
the highest official source that the world 
has ever received a message from; perfectly 
relinble, and authoritatively divine. Heaven 
is the great “center and central’ of the 
whole universe and brotherhood of worlds; 
of saved and regenerated man; a condition 
as well as a location, for without purity, 
piety and converted happiness, there is no 
heaven. 

Ill. This voice said unto John, “Write; 
make a_ record.” I suspicion something 
said unto our brother, “John, take your 
pen, and be careful to be accurate, for I 
have 2 communication of great divine im- 
portance to be made known to the perish- 
ing sons and daughters of mortality,, that 
will decide their future happiness or misery 
for ail time to come. And I want to make 
ii a matter of record, so that it will be 
permanent and inexorable for all ‘genera- 
tions to come; write it down in my order 
book, that it pertains to the destinies of 
mankind.” 

I see John, in my mind, pen in hand, 
patiently waiting for this remarkable com- 
munication to be revealed. The voice said 
unto John, write “Blessel are the dead.” 
And while John takes the pen and begins 


to take down the words of this message from. 


heaven, possibly there is a slight break in 
the telegram as he records the word d-e-a-d, 
and your speaker pauses a moment to no- 
tice the phraseology of the text so far as 
written. The term “blessed,” as found 
there is a very significant expression. I do 
not now remember another expression like 


it in the Seriptures, as applied to the. state 
of the cead. And I am pleased in this ser- 
mon to give this word blessed the honor of 
three definitions. First, it means happy; 
next, it means redeemed, and lastly, saved 
nre the dead. 

The Vsalmist says, “Blessed is the man 
that walketh not in the council of the un- 
godly.” This means happy. Christ uses 
this expression nine consecutive times in 
the fifth chapter of Matthew, and not one 
of them is applied to a wicked or licentious 
life. Christ said, “Blessed are ye when men 
shall revile you and persecute you, and say 
all manner of evil against you falsely for 
my sake.” This means redeemed. Christ 
again utters another soul-cheering and com- 
forting statement when he declares, “Bless- 
ei are the pure in heart, for they shall see 
God.’ This means saved. This being true, 
I rejoice with this weeping family and 
sympathetic hearers that Deacon McRey- 
noids departed this life entitled to all the 
benefits of death. 

Thus far, as declared in the text, and 
es I recite the contitions of this telegram, 
and shout it to the nations of mankind, 
me thinks I can hear the voices of the 


mighty multitule; by muitiplied  thou- 
sands, outnumbering this large assemblage 
of people, exclaiming in clarion. notes, 
“Thank you, John, for this marvelous state- 
ment. Thank yoa, Brother Phillips, for 
your liberal address on this occasion.” I 
see rushing towards me to rejoice with 
these suffering hearts, and in eongratula- 
tion for such a death, the disbeliever, the 
infidel, deist, atheist, the saloon-keeper, the 
gambler, all of the whole licentious crowd, 


emanating from the filthy pools of pollution, 
besides Tom Payne, Voltaire, Hume, Gibbon, 
ete.. and all their class from the regions of 
darkness and despair, uniting in exultation, 
“Thank you; that lets us out.” 

But just here I think John is signalled 
that the message is not yet finished, the 
wording not vet complete, and to take his 
pen and continue to wecord, “Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord.” What a 
change in the conditions of mankind these 
additional words from heaven make in this 


telegram, and what a panic is occasione] in 
this vast millions of lost people by the ex- 
pression, “which die in the Lord.” For these 


five words are very inclusive, as well as ex- 
clusive, and mean that the term “blessed” 
is confined and applied to the pure life, the 
redeemed and savéd in the Lord. Such was 
the life of the beloved one, whose body lies 
before me ; whose Christian record and char- 
acter stands unchallenged; whose daily walk, 
public influence, and constant conversation 
for Crist testifies that Brother McReynolds 
died in the Lord. For says a distinguished 
writer,“Count that day lost, whost low, de- 
clining sun sets, and finds in you no worthy 
action done.” J 

Our brother's life was full of good deeds 
and benevolent acts, and the place to look 
for and discover a Christian husband and 
father is around his own fireside to which 
fact this model family is a living witness 
to the community at large. But John has 
not finished this message. He is still writ- 
img at the invisible keyboard of God's di- 
vine purpose, and the voice still continuing 
says to John to write this, “From hence- 
forth, yea saith the spirit,” meaning that 
from this time on I will do business with 


the world according to my gospel, and the 
revelation made to John in this message is 
that only those who die in the Lord can 
expect hapiness and salvation in future life. 


And now, John, please add the rest to this. 


communication that those only who die in 
the Lord may “rest from their labors.” 
And as John takes down these words and 
makes it a part of our text, I think of the 
joy that must have come to the weak and 
exhausted body and patient soul of this de- 
ceased father. He suffered most resignedly 
for two years with scarcely a murmur. Oh, 
what a sweet rest death brings to the afflict- 
ed believer in the promises of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Where Job says, “there the wicked 
cease from troubling, and there the weary 
be at rest," 3:17. “Our dear, depurted broth- 
er, frail, and weak from continued afflic- 
tions of bodily infirmities, and venerable 
from the accummulation of years, and being 
weary from the fatigues of physical life, sat 
down by the wayside of his faithful pilgrim- 
age to rest. A faithful, ministering spirit 
toward the dawning of the morning came 
unto him, released him from the prison house 
of clay, ard bore him to the summer land of 
joy and rust. 


Now, just here John is anxious to know 
what to put dewn next. And the voice, says: 
write, “And their works do follow them.” 
The telegram is finished. John lays down 
his pea, for.one of the most sublime and 
heart-searching messages the world has ever 
read has just come from heaven. -Its clos- 
ing sentences are both happifying and as- 
tounding and well calculated to make ‘the 
sinner tremble, and the saint to rejoice. I 
am going to a place wkere my whole life 
is to meet me, and where my works do fol- 
low me. Ah, ye guilty sinner and wicked 
criminal, and sacrilegious blasphemer, your 
day of reckoning is fast approaching, and 
James, the servant of God, exclaims, speak- 
ing of the ungodly rich: “Go to now, ye 
rich men, weep and howl for your miseries 
that shail come upon you.” Like the de- 
tective, hot on the trail or the fleeing crim- 
inal, there is following you as one calamity 
does another, in rapid succession, the sins 
and shames of your life, secret sins and 
public crimes, unnumbered, and yet not for- 
gotten. All after you, and all to torture 
you, swift witnesses against you and caus- 
ing you to cry out in the anguish of your 
soul, like one of old, “Ol, wretched man that 
I am; who shall deliver me from the body of 
this death.” 


My people, permit a faithful friend to 
warn you in time, to die in the Lord and 
repent of your sins. Our deceased brother 
was a converted man, a praying man. He 
served his God faithfully many years; a 
tried and trusted servant of his church, full 
of good works, prompt in his official duties, 
and like Dorcas of the New Testament, a 
person full of good works; and like Cor- 
nelius, a devout man, and one that feared 
God with all his house, which gave much 
alms to the people, and prayed to God 
always. The key-hote of our text, as to 
the happiness or misery of the dead, is all 
predicated upon the life they have lived, and 
if, in the Lord their works must decide it, 
thousands of people of this life suffer phy- 
sically and mentally, the indescribable tor- 
tures of the hel of a guilty conscience, be- 
cause their life has been saturated with sin, 
a total wreck, because their works were bad 
and their souls unsaved, they go to per- 
dition in advance of the judgment. 


Our jails and- penitentiaries are crowded 
with unfortunate candidates and unredeemed 
characters, bound for the abodes of the lost. 
You might place a sinner or an unsaved 
person near the throne of God's dazzling 
glory, and like a beggar, clad in commonest 
rags, at an aristocratic wedding, his hu- 
miliation would be his shame and pain. He 
would be excluded. As our Savior declared, 
“There shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth when ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob, and all the prophets in the king- 
dom of God, and you yourselves thrust out.” 

In this message, sent us by the Revelator. 
it is natural to suppose that as our departed 
brother died in the Lord, that his life is to 
be credited with the term “blessed,” that 
the works, the acts of his life that are sure 
to follow him are commendable and dd. 
And standing in the presence of the Great 
Judge who impartially and justly decides 
upon the conduct of our life, I feel to de- 
clare that upon the exemplary life of our 
venerable friend and brother is the benedic- 
tion of divine proclamation, “Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant; thou hast 
been faithful over a few, I will make thee 
ruler over many things, enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord.”
